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FLOCKING TO NICOLL’S AID 


UNSUCOESSFUL ATTEMPTS TO 
INJURE HIM. 
PROMINENT COUNTY DEMOCRATS COM- 
ING OUT FOR HIM—EXPOSING THE 

TRICKERY OF HIS OPPONENTS. 

Aun alleged interview with De Lancey 
Nicoll, published last night by the Zelegram 
aud reproduced by the Evening Sun, which 
purported to have been obtained by the low 
trickery of pretending friendship while intend- 
ing bewayal, quotes Mr. Nicollassaying: “I 
have always believed, and do now, that Col. Fel- 
jows was a very sick man when he went 
to Arkansas, and that was the only 
thing that prevented him from aid- 
ing in the prosecution of Cleary,” and 
“TI am- not responsible for what they [meaning 
his friends] do or say. I greatly deprecate per- 
sonalities in a political campaign, especially this 
going into a man’s private life and raking up 
debts, &c. A man’s public career is the only 
thing that ought to figure in a campaign, and 
that is all that ought to be brought up. Col. 
Fellows always was and still is a friend of mine, 
and I believe thas he 18 an honest, conscientious 


man and always did his whole duty in this 
ollice.” The balance of the alleged interview is 
a silly attempt to make it appear that Mr. Nicoll, 
at this point, discovered his interrogator to be a 
reporter and endeavored to bluff him out of pub- 
lishing what he had szid. 

To those who are acquainted with Mr. Nicoll 
the falsity of the pretended interview would be 
perfectiy apparent. But those unacquainted 
With him and with the methods that had been 
employed from certain quarters to cripple and 
interfere with him in the prosecution of the 
*boodle” cases might be led by such an article, 
if not contradicted, to believe its main ailega- 
tious. Thatthe facts might be made plain, a 
TIMES reperter called upon Mr. Nicoll and se- 
cured from him the following statement: 

“The interview with me in the /elegram of 
last evening is largely spurious and all colored 
with a view to prejudice me. It was written by 
& reporter who, during all the boudle trials, 
never failed to attack and belittle the prosecu- 
tion and encourage the defense. The true ac- 
econnt of what was said was this: 

“He asked me whether I had not said thatI 
believed Col. Fellows was sick when he went to 
the Hot Springs last March and left me to try 
the Cleary case alone. I replied that [ 
haisaid so. I further said that I could not be 
made to make any personal atiack on Col. 
Fellows, with whom [ had been associated; that 
Iwas not connected with attacks upon him in 
the newspapers, and knew nothing of the 
Matter printed in them untill read them, and 
that the issues in this canvass were something 
more than personal, involving the good 
government of the _ city. When the _ re- 
porter asked me what ticket I intended 
to vote, Itold him I considered his question an 
impertinence, to which I would make no reply; 
that | was a Democrat nominated by a Demo- 
eratic organization supporting the State ticket 
and by other organizations, but that I was un- 
alterably opposed to boss and boodie rule in the 
government of our city. 

“My knowledge of Col. Fellows’s relation to 
the Cleary case is as follows: Afterthe O’Neil 
case was ended, Col. Fellows took a trip to Mon- 
treal to attend the Carnival, aud I remained 
working en the Cleary case. Col. Fellows re- 
turned the week before the Cleary case was 
called, andI told nim it would goon on Mon- 
day, the 28th day of February. It was 
culled for trial on that day. I appeared in 
cvurt with Mr. Martine and proceeded with the 
examination of jurors. Col. Fellows not appear- 
ing by recess, 1 asked Mr. Martine where Col. 
Fellows was, and he said that he had been to 
his house the day before, and that he had told 
Lim that he was sick and he would be down 
probaily late in the day. The Colonel did 
uot appear during that day, and I proceeded 
with the examination of jurors until the ad- 
onnment of the court late in the afternoun. 

hroughbout the following day, Tuesday, March 
1, the Colonel did uot appear. On Tuesday 
hight Isenta teiegram to nim that I wanted 
bim in the ease with me. [had been thinking 
turing the day of taking some outsider in tosum 
u», for thought that after four weeks’ labor 
oi getting a jury, making the opening speech, 
and examining all the witnesses, [ should not be 
able to do justice to the people’s case in sum- 
mingup. To that telegram I got the following 
reply by telegraph:

Cap you come up here to-night? Important.

*T conid not go up that night, for I felt that I 
must spendit in looking for another associate in 
case the Colonel should not go into the case. 
So [ wrote the Colonel a very urgent note 
telling him how much I[ wanted him 
io go into the case. To that note I 
got a reply by messenger, saying he 
was sick and would not be able to work for some 
weeks, and a doctor's certificate would be sent 
down in the morning. The vext morning a 
doctor’s certificate was brought to Mr. Martine, 
1 did not see or hear from Col. Fellows again 
uutil after his trip to the Hot Springs, Ark. 
have always said that I could not think evil of 
avy man with whomThad been associated so 
closely.” 

The independent headquarters were yesterday 
besieged by @ constaut stream of visitors who 
came to counsel, to tender their services, and to 
bring the sinews of political war. Carl Schurz, 
De Laucey Nicoll, George L. Rines, ex-Senator 
Bixby, R. A. Van Wyck. Judge Blake, Ezra A. 
Tuttle, Prof. Felix Adler, William G. Horn- 
blewer, Gen. Francis C. Barlow, and many 
others spent some time in headquarters 
work and consultation. H. B. Claflin & 
Co. coutributed $500 toward the campaign 
expenses. Secretary Fred Vollmer, of the ''wen- 
tieth District Young Men’s Independent Club, 
cuiled to report that the ciub, 200 strong, had 
iusecribed Murtine and Nicoll upon its bauners 
and was engaged in an active house-to-house 
canvass of the district. E. Ellery Anderson, F. 
Lynde Stetson, and George L. Rives were added 
to the Executive Committee. 

Much enthusiasm was evoked by information 
that Francis Lynde Stetson, long a prominent 
yoember of the County Democracy, had written 
to Jolin E. Develin, Chairman of that body, de- 
claring his intention to support Mr. Nicoll. Mr. 
Stetson, being appealed tu tora copy of his let- 
ter, after some hesitation gave this:

My Dear Sik: I have just received a polite in- 
vitation to act as Vice-President of a meeting to be 
held on Wednesday at Cooper Union to ratify the 
nominatious by the County Democracy. The in- 
vitation closes with the statement that unless I ex- 
pressiv decline I shall be considered as having ac- 
cepted. AsI cannot accept, 1 must therefore dis- 
tinetly decline. Butmy regard for yourself and tor 
the County Lemocracy is such that I cannot decline 
Without u brief statement of my reasons tor doing so, 

Although since its organization [ have habitually 
supported the County Lemocracy, and have no 
thought of withdrawing my general support, itis 
iy intention this year to vote for Mr. be Lancey 
Nicofl for District Attorney. Such an exercise of 
individual judgment by one not a member oi any 
Pominating convention as to the nominee for a 
municipal office consected with the administration 
of justice in no way conflicts with the idea ot party 
fealty recoguized in the formation of the County 
Democracy. If it now be cousidered otherwise I am 
mistaken as to the spiritof the organization. But 
Whatever the views of my friends in the County 
Democracy upon this point, I consider Mr. Nicoll 
entitied to the support of all Democrats who regard 
the present unfortunate situation as I do. 

Upon Oct. 9, = New-York sieraid published my 
opinion, given as follows, in response to the request 
of one of iis representatives: ‘‘Mr. Nicollas Dis- 
trict Attorney would probably be little different 
from Mr. Nicoll during the last three years as As- 
sistant District Attorney. AndI say that no sensi- 
ble private client world permit the loss of the ser- 
vices of apy counsel who had served him with the 
ability, the learning, and the devotion that has 
characterized Mr. Nicoll’s service uf the public.” 
Vhis is my opinion now, as it was when uttered, and 
I caunot abaudon it merely because the convention 
fof which I was nota member) of the organization 
that ordinarily receives my support was not the 
couveuvtion that chese to nominate Mr, Nicoil, of 
Whose devotion to Vemocratic principles I have no 
doubt. 

He has satisfied the Jeffersonian test and has ren 
dered large service to the County Democracy. The- 
public expression in his favor, antil a few days be- 
fore the convention, was emphatic and without dis- 
sout in auy public journal in any party. 1 have 
never before observed such an oevidentiy sincere 
pupular desire for one special nomination. 1t was 
vue of those rare occasions when an organization 
might have fixed itself firmly ins public regareé by 
the nomination of one of its own members. Of 
course, such @ consideration should not have forced 
the acceptance of a candidate known by the Con- 
vention to be unworthy. But I have tailed to 
lear of any Such suggestion by anybody concerning 
Mr. Nicoll, whose merit must be obvions, or else he 
would not Lave been so eagerly named by every con. 
veulion. excepting that which surprised the 
Community by the nomination ofan apie and el- 
ogueot advocate, among Whose many excellent qual- 
ities not even he himself could have suspected 
special fitness for the laborious administration as 
priveipai of an vuice which in{this city has{come to be 
executive rather thanv forensic in the character ofits 
duties. 

J much regret that the failure of the County 
Democracy to take advantage of what still seems to 
me to have been a great puvlic opportunity has al- 
Joweid Kepubilicans to nominate a Democrat, in suca 
manner as to possibly hold back from part of the 
ze neraily excellent Democratic ticket some of the 
RUpport it deserves. Bat having had no partin the 
Hevinating conferences, I cannot charge myself 
with any responsibility for this possible Tesult, 
which was generally apparent and publicly dis- 
cussed on the day of the convention. Then was 
the cupportuntty to protect the party by @ nomina- 
tion in response to the unmistakable public demand 
Zor the approval of a trusted public officer. Being 
ot this opinion, already publicly expressed in favor 
of Mr. N fd oli, I cannot oppose him. 

Under these circumstances 1 must decline to ac- 


cept the invitation which might not have been ex- 
tended had my position been known. I have the

An Irish-American meeting, to bs held to-night 
at 451 Seventh-avenue, will be addressed by E. 
A. Tuttle, ex-Scnator Bixby, and others. 

The young men’s meeting to be held at Chick- 
ering Halil to-morrow night will be presided 
over by Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, Dean of Co- 
lumbia Law School, and addresses will be deliv- 
ered by Prof. Felix Adler, William G. Horn- 
blower, Gen. Francis C. Bariow, and other prom- 
inent citizens. A meeting of Columbia students 
will be held this afternoon in tha Columbia Gram- 
mar School gymnasium to arrange for a pro- 
cession of the students to-morrow evening from 
the college campus to Chickering Hall to attend 
the mass meeting to ratify the nomination of 
De Lancey Nicoll for District Attorney and R 
B. Martine for Judge of the Court of General 
Sessions. Profs. H. H. Boyesen and J. T. Good- 
win are to address the meeting, and it is expect- 
ed that volunteers will be called for to 
watch the polls next Tuesday. The sen- 
timent among the Professors is decided- 
ly in favor of Mr. Nicoll. President 
Barnard said that although he could not 
use his official position to allow the students to 
make use of the college buildings for political 
meetings or advertising, he was heartily in sym- 
pathy with the movement. 

At the Irving Hall meeting to be held Friday 
night, Ezra A. Tuttle, Judge Blake, ex-President 
of the Common Council Robert B. Nooney, ex- 
Senator Bixby. and R. A. Van Wyck will be 
among the speakers. 

Boss Power and his adviser, Mayor Hewitt, 
were greatly chagrined yesterday at the failure 
ot the latter and his brother-in-law, ex-Mayor 
Edward Cooper, to obtain from William Stein- 
Way and other representative Germans an as- 
surance that they would support Col. Fellows as 
a candidate for District Attorney. Mr. Cocper 
tried his powers of persuasion to the fullest ex- 
tent, but he failed. The Germans in a body are 
against Col. Fellows,fand soare the Irish for that 
matter, for the action of the Colonelinthe case 
of Jobn Devoy has alienated a great deal of Irish 
support from his standard. 

The rank and file of the County Democracy 
organization dislike Boss Power thoroughly. 
They say he has all the vices and none of the 
virtues of Hubert O. Thompson. Boss Power is 
cold, arrogant, and dictatorial—a very type in 
inanner, if notin matter, of Peter B. Sweeny. 
Mr. Thompson, however, was warm-hearted, 
affable, and yielding. He was a man with 4 
brain and knew the value of being in aceord 
with the public. Boss Power always had a su- 
percilious regard for the people, believing that 
they cvuld be led in any direction that it suited 
a brazen and unscrupulous boss to lead them. 
These attributes of the boss have led many of 
his so-called followers to desert him in spirit, if 
notinfact. And so it happens that there are 
fully five district leaders in his organization 
who are anxious to see Col. Fellows defeated 
and Mr. Nicoll elected. They would look upon 
M7. Nicoll’s election as a merited rebuke to the 
mnethods of the boss. 

The citizens who are fighting the battle of De 
Lancey Nicoll were hard at work yesterday. The 
Organization Committee met during the afrer- 
noon and transacted some important business, 
The minor details of the canvass, however, took 
up most of the time of the committee. Arrange- 
melts were made to send the various sets of hal- 
lots to every registered voter on or before Mon- 
day next. The expense of printing and distrib- 
uting these ballots will be borne by the Citizens’ 
Committee.” Mr. Nicoll called at the rooms, at 
952 Broadway, during the afternoon. “I have 
nothing to say about my candidacy,” he said. 
‘The result isin the hands of the people, and 
to their will I cheerfully bow.” 

Some more contributions were received during 
the day. Someof the senders sent letters of 
enucouragemebt as wellas money. This is what 
afew of them said: 

The inclosed may help to keep the *boodlers” in 
Montreal or in State prison. 

I send you $50 in the hope that it will help elect 
an honest man to the office of District Attorney. 

This city has been run by boodlers, Let it now be 
governed by honest men. 

I see Mayor Hewitt is in sympathy with John 
Keenan’s candidate for District Attorney. You 
will have to look after him preity soon. 


Many other similar expressions were found in 
other letters that reached headquarters. It has 
cowe to the knowledge oi§ the campaign man- 
agers that the triends of Col. Fellows, besides 
conciliating the lquur interest by promises of 
‘* protection,” have induced several brewers to 
influence their employes to vote against Mr. 
Nicoll. An investigation will be made into the 
charge. ‘' Boodle’ Exile John Keenan owns or 
d:d own a part of the old David Jones brewery, 
andit may be that tne influence on the other 
brewers comes from that concern. 

Boss Power and his allies are also making 
strenuous efforts to get the Socialist vote for 
Col. Fellows, They are using the argument 
that Fellows would do them more good in the 
District Attorney’s oifice than would Mr. Nicoll. 
Col. Fellows, they claim, wouldjwink at boycott- 
ing; Mr. Nicoll would not. These are the rea- 
sous, as given by friends of Col. Fellows, as to 
why the Socialists should vote for him. Nego- 
tiaiions Lave already been opened between 
the fmends of Col Fellows and the leaaers of 
the Progressive Labor Party, and it is expected 
that material benefit will inure to both parties 
to the bargain. 

The evidence is accumulating that Boss 
Power intends to sacrifice the ‘lammany candi- 
dates on the county ticket in the interest of Col. 
Fellows. He willalso sell out the Democratic 
State ticket to get votes for Fellows, To his in- 
timates be refers mysteriously to an tnder- 
atanding which he claims to have with lolice 
Justice Solon B. Smith, the Republican leader, 
and through him with John H. Grimes in the 
First Assembly District, Denis Shea in the Sec- 
ond Assembly District, Henry Kropf in ths Six- 
teench Assembiy Disirict, John H. Gunner in the 
Twenty-second Assembly Distriet, and Frank 

Raymond in the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict. By this understaudisg he claims 
that the Republican Ieaders named will sell 
out De Lancey Nicoll in the interest of 
Col. Fellows. It is quite probable that 
Power has no “understanding” at all with 
the gentlemen named, but many Republican 
friends of Mr. Nicoll think that explanations ure 
in order from Messrs. Smith, Grimes, Shea, 
Kropf, Gunner, and Raymond. Su2way Com- 
missioner Jacob Hess, who, it was claimed by 
Boss Power, would sell out Mr. Nicoll in the 
Twenty-tirst Asseinbly District, told a TIMES re- 
porter last eveniug that the story was an in- 
famous lie. “I will work and vote for Mr. 
Nicoll,” he said. ‘*He is on the Republican 
ticket, and that settles the matter for me. Iam 
willing to stand or fall by the vote which Mr. 
Nicoll gets in the Twenty-first Assembly Dis- 
trict.” 

information was received at the Citizens’ 
Committee headquarters last evening to the 
effect that assessments were being levied upon 
liquor dealers throughout the city to pay the 
ex penses of the campaign in behalf of Uvl, Fel- 
lows. The assessment runs from $10 to $50, 
according to the grade of license held by the 
saloon keeper and the value of, his business, 
Itis intended to get acampaign fund of from 
$250,000 to $500,000 with which to flood the 
city and buy up the purchasable vote 
in all the districts of the city. Prom- 
nent brewers and wholesale rumsellers in 
and out of this city are said to be aid- 
ing in the scheme, and Boss Power and 
the other friends of Col. Fellows have no doubt 
thata big campaign fund will he raised. The 
boss has nowinatedg Charlies A. Stadier for Sena- 
tor in the Ninth Senatorial District, who is 
backed by the brewing and liquor interests. Mr. 
Stadier is suid to Lave taken the contract to get 
the support of the brewing and liquor interests 
for Col Fellows, in return for his being nomi- 
nated, 

The Republican headquarters in the Fifth-Ay- 
enue Hotel were crowded all the evening by Re- 
publicans anxious to report progress in the ar- 
rangemenis for electing Mr. Nicoll. Nobody 
had a bad report to make, and the situation was 
geuerally regarded as of the most favorable 
character. Col. Cruger, the Chairman of the 

tepublican County Committee, said that he 
thought everything was going on very finely. 
“We get fresh assurances every day,” he said, 
‘“‘of the growth of Mr. Nichol’s popularity. The 
talk of, Republicans not voting for him isall bosh. 
I have not yet met one Republican district 
jeader who will not vote and work for Mr. 
Nicoll. We are feeling very well over the situa- 

ion.” 
W. H. Bellamy said: ** You can say that we are 
working right along. Mr. Nicoll wiil get the full 
Republican vote and a very large independent 
Republican aud Democratic vote.” 

This week will be oneof work on the part of the 
politicians. Meetings will be held every nicht 
during the week. Tie prineipal meetings that wiil 
be held arethe youzg men’s Nicoll and Martine 
mass meeting, to be held to-morrow evening iu 
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Chickering Hall; the County Democracy ratifi- 
cation meeting, also to be held to-morrow even- 
ing, in Cooper Union; the Tammany Hall ratifi- 
cation meeting, to be held. Thursday evening in 
and about Tammany Hall, and the Irving Hall 
ratification of Nicoll and Martine on Friday 
evening in Irving Hall, at which Mr. Nicoll, itis 
announced, will make an address, 

The true feeling of the Germans of this city in 
regard to the opposing candidates for the Dis- 
trict Attorneyship was shown atSunday’s sacred 
concert at the Thalia Theatre. Manager Amber, 
had provided a magic lantern which produc 
the portraits of the different candidates for 
office on a curtain. When Col. Fellows’s por- 
trait was displayed a perfect storm of hisses 
and cat-calls went up. The picture was with- 
drawn very quickly, and the handsome features 
of De Lancey Nicoll substituted. The hissing 
ceased instantly, and loud and enthusiastic ap- 
plause was heard instead. 

Garnet Hall, in Twenty-sixth-street, between 
Sixth and Seventh avenues, could not hold all 
the Eleventh Assembly District colored Repub- 
lican voters last night who wanted to gather to 
pledge their support to De Lancey Nicoll and 
the regular Republican ticket. Jacob C. Simms 
spoke of the anti-boodle candidate for the Dis- 
trict Attorneyship in terms that called ont tre- 
mendous applause. W. A. Shaw, who for years 
had trained with the Democratic Party, said 
that if honest endeavor to maintain municipal 
virtue were carried to the end De Lancey Nicoll 
would surely be elected. Robert Ray Hamilton 
declared that the Républican Party had honored 
itself by the nominations. Strong resolutions to 
this effect were adopted. 

About 200 colored Republicans of the Ninth 
Assembly District held a ratification meeting at 
Bleecker Hall last night. Edward Bargue; 
presided. Among the speakers were William H.

Mr, Fortune said, in his speech, that 
the Republican Party was always on the side of 
honest Govérument and decent politics. For 
this reason it had chosen two well-known Demo- 
crats as the leaders on its county ticket—De 
Lancey Nicoll and Randolph B. Martine. They 
might entertain antagonistic political opinions, 
but they were honest men and true citizens who 
would give strength and honor to any ticket. 
When the names of Nicoll and Martine were 
mentioned the whole audience arose and cheered. 

The Thirteenth Assembly District Republican 
Association crowded the Grand Opera House 
Hall last night. Henry L. Sprague presided and 
scored the Gibbs element in a warm speech. 
Resolutions were unanimously adopted indors- 
ing all the regular nominations exeept Arthur 
Williams for Civil Justice. The mention of De 
Lancey Nicoll’s name cailed forth loud cheers, 
and the entire vote of all the citizens of the dis- 
trict enlisted for reform was promised to him.

UNION LEAGUE FOR NICOLL. 
ADOPTING STRONG RESOLUTIONS IN HIS 
FAVOR. 

President Chauncey M. Depew, and many 
other members of the Union League Club, gave 
an hour of their time last evening to a club 
meeting to discuss the political situation in New- 
York City. There were no formal addresses, 
but the gentlemen who spoke talked in an in- 
formal manner, and said a good many compli- 
mentary things about De Lancey Nicoil and his 
candidacy for District Attorney. Resolutions 
setting forth the club’s view of the great event 


of the contest for municipal offices were intro- 
duced by Walter Howe and were promptly 
adopted. They are as follows: 

Whereas, The articles of association of the Union 
League Club provide that “it shall be the duty of 
the club to resist and expose corruption, promote re- 
form in our national, State, and municipal affairs, 
and to elevate the ideaof American citizenship,” 
and the approaching municipal elcction is one that 
err phatically calls for the vvice and intiuence of the 
club; and 

Whereas, The organized forces of corruption in con- 
trol of the Democratic machine in this city have dic- 
tated a nomination for the office of District Attorney 
that has called to its support the friends of the dis- 
graced and convicted Aldermen, of the liquor deal- 
ers, and of all those intluences which in the past 
have worked against law and order in the communi- 
ty; theretore 

Resolved, Vhatin this crisis the Republicans of 
this city, recognizing the high responsibility of a 
minority party, have acted wisely and patriotically 
in placing upon their ticket a Democrat whose fit- 
ness has been conspicuously exhibited for the office 
of District Attorney—Mr. De Lancey Nicoll, who 
was denied the nomination by his own party simply 
because he had done his duty.

A ST. PAUL BANK IN TROUBLE. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 31.—A circular has 
just been issued by the Third National Bank of 
St. Paul, calling for a meeting of the creditors of 
the bank to be held in St. Paul next Friday. 
Cashier Stower, of the bank, said that the bank 
will, no doubt, go into liquidation, but is per- 
fectiy solvent and will pay dollar for dollar of 
deposits. He is quoted as saying that the de- 
posits will not quite reach $200,000, but that 
the bank will realize enough on loans and dis- 


counts to clear everything. The cause of the 
going into liquidation is the failure of the firm 
of Rood & Maxweil, lumbermen of Washburn, to 
whom the bank advanced $208,000. W. 8. 
Culberston, of Albany, N. Y., one of the largest 
stockholders, is in this city, and will take charge 
of the affairs of the bank. Itis estimated that the 
assets of the Rood & Maxwell firm are between 
:250,000 and $400,000, but 1t is said that if the 
property should be closed out butlittle more than 
$250,000 could be realized. The bank had at- 
tached the whole amountof the property of the 
Ashland firm, but has been forced to realize at- 
tachments on much of the property. During 
the day there seemed to bea feeling that the 
bank ought pot to be permitted to pass out of 
existence. This feeling was at length trans- 
formed into an expression of opinion that it 
would be kept alive, and finally came the posi- 
tive statement that steps had been taken look- 
ing to a reorganization of the management aud 
a continuance of the business, but this will de- 
pend on the action of the stockholders. Bankers 
here say the trouble will have no effect on busi- 
ness, as the depositors were few in number and 
will be paid in full and on demand, so that no 
business man will have any money tied up.

MAKING O'BRIEN A MARTYR 


‘HIS SENTENCE TO IMPRISON- 


MENT CONFIRMED. 

THE PLUCKY EDITOR ESCORTED TO 
COURT BY BIG CROWDS—A RIOTOUS 
SCENE—THE PEOPLE AROUSED. 

DUBLIN, Oct. 31.—The appeal of Mr. 
William O’Brien, editor of the Uniled Ireland, 
against the sentence of three months’ imprison- 
inent imposed on him by the Mitchellstown 
Court has been refused and the sentence of the 
lower court confirmed. The charge of which 
Mr. O’Brien was convicted was of using sedi- 
tious langauge, under the Crimes act, at a 
National League meeting at Mitchellstown, 

The sentence of Mr. Mandeville, Chairman of 
the Board of Poor Law Guardians of Mitchells- 
town, was also confirmed and he was taken into 
custody. Mr. Mandeville was jointly indicted 
with Mr. O’Brien for using seditious language 
at a meeting at Mitchellstown, and was sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment. 

Mr. O’Brien arrived at Cork tnis morning and 
was enthusiastically received. He started for 
Middleton, where the hearing on his appeal was 
to be heard, in the company of Messrs. Dillon 
and Harrington. On his way to Middleton 
Mr. O’Brien alighted from the train at Queens- 
town Junction, where he was greeted 
by an immense crowd of League mem- 
bers with bands = and banners, Some 
of the crowd were mounted and all 


displayed in their hats the green cards of mem- 
bership of the League. The cavalcade lined the 
roadside far tHeyoud the station. Mr. O’Brien 
drove to Carrigwo Hill, where there was another 
imposing demonstration in his honor. An ad- 
dress was presented to him, and in his reply Mr. 
O’Brien said he never saw before such a striking 
evidence of the unconquerable spirit that ani- 
mates the Irish people. The thought of this in- 
aspiring spectacle would compensate him for the 
wretched three months he should have to spend 
in prison and for his lifelong labor for the Irish 
cause. He asked the people to show a spirit of 
discipline and refrain from their purpose to 
march to Middleton. 

Reaching Middleton, there was a further 
demonstration. The police, however, interfered 
and suppressed it. As soon as Mr. O’Brien en- 
tered the court the case for the Crown was 
opened by Mr. Carson. Mr. O’Brien interrupted 
him and, addressing the Recorder, volunteered to 
make a statement which, he said, would shorten 
the proceedings of the court. He was not rep- 
resented by counsel, he said, and he asked per- 
mission to explain why he was not. Mr. Carson 
objected, and the Recorder said he preferred to 
hear evidence proving the Crown’s case. Mr. Car- 
son thea continued for the Crown. When Mr. 
Carson had finished Mr, O’Brien was asked to re- 
ply. He referred to a statement made recently by 
the Recorder showing that he was a partisan of 
coercion, and saia he would be a hypocrite if he 
pretended that he had the smallest hope of ob- 
taining an unprejudiced trial. He therefore de- 
clined to adduce arguments in support of his ap- 

peal, knowing that the case was already decided. 
he Recorder then said, as Mr. O’Brien declined 
to proceed, he would at once give his decision. 
There was no doubt that the language upou 
which Mr. O’Brien was convicted was an incite- 
meut to resistance of the authorities. He re- 
gretted to have to confirm the sentence, but the 
law was clear and he was left no alternative, 

A most exciting scene ensued. Thecourt room 
was immediately in an uproar, and the people 
clustered about Mr. O’Brien to prevent the law 
officers from arresting him. Mr. Harrington 
contended that the police baa no right to arrest 
Mr. O’Brien. A terrible struggle took place in 
the court rvom and in the passage leading to tne 
street between Mr. O’Brien and his friends on 
one sideand the police on theother. Ladies 
screamed and fainted, and the confusion was 
general. The police finally succeeded in arrest- 
ing Mr. O'Brien. The people remained in the 
street outside the court, clamoring for the res- 
cue of Mr. O’Brien and vengeance upon the po- 
lice. There was fearful excitement. Twenty 
thousand persons gathered around the court 
house, and rioting was feared. 

The scene in the court room resulted from 
Mr. O'Erien’s attempt to leave the building in 
order to speak to his friends. The Inspector of 
Police refused to let him go. Mr. O’Brien in- 
sisted ow his right, and had a struggle with the 
police when they stopped him. Mr. Harring- 
ton lent his assistance, but, finding that it was 
useless to resist the police, he returned to the 
solicitors’ table and shouted for justice, aeclar- 
ing that Mr. O’Brien could not be legally ar- 
rested, a8 nO warrant had been sigued. The 
Recorder sided with Mr. Harrington, and said 
that Mr. O’Brien shonid go, Mr. Stokes, the 
magistrate, thereupon shouted: “Do not 
let him go. I willbe responsible for the conse- 
quences.” Mr. Harrington then exclaimed at 
the top of his voice: ‘*See how justice is done. 
The Judge’s authority is detied.”” There were 
cries of *‘ Let him out,’ and a fierce struggle 
ensued between the people and the police guard- 
ing Mr. O’Brien. Meanwhile the magistrate had 
signed a warrant for the arrest of Mr. O’Brien, 
and he was removed to the rear of the court 
house in custody. Later Mr. O’Brien and Mr. 
Mandeville, guarded by Hussars, were placed 
in a car. The crowd cheered them as they 
emerged from the Court House. The police 
cleared the streets and prevented any attempt 
at rescue. Priests assisted to keep the people in 
order. The prisoners were taken to the Cork 
ail. 

j The news of Mr. O'Brien’s coming spread like 
lightning throughout Cork, and asa result the 
streets through which it was supposed he would 
pass were packed with people when he arrived. 
The vicinity of the prison was occupied bya 
strong force of armed police. Fully 100 cars 
followed the car occupied by Mr. O'Brien, 
which was driven rapidly through the 
city to the prison. Several collisions and other 
accidents occurred, but nobody was seriously 
injured. On arriving atthe prison Mr. O’Brien 
compelled the police to remove him forcibly 
from abe car. He was accompanied to 
the prison by the Mayor. Mr. Ahern, Vice- 
Chairman of the Board of Guardians, 
tried to address the crowd froma Vehicle, but 
the police forbade any speaking. Mr. Ahern 
then moved a distance off and made a speech 
without being molested. Then the crowd 
formed a procession and marched away singing 
** God save Ireland.” Throughout the proceed- 
ings the wildest enthusiasm was sbown.

VHAT LITILE TUK OF HAIR. 


PROMISING TO BETRAY THE MURDERER 
OF FRANK HARN. 

ROCHESTER, Penn., Oct. 31.—Evidence 
has been obtained this afternoon that will prob- 
ably lead to the solving of the carriage murder 
case. The little tuft of light hair which was 
found in the carriage on the car when Frank 
Harn’s body was found is the connecting link 
that has at last led to a clue. Detective B. 
Lazarus, of Rochester, has been working quiet- 
ly on the case. Heretofore he has refused to 
make public what he has learned, fearing that 
his well-laid plans might be defeated if he told 


the result of his investigation too early. This 
afternoon he talked to a considerable extent 
with @ reporter about the case. Detective 
Lazarus said: 

“| haveaclue. Aman was seen with Harn 
in Pittsburg on the Sunday night he was killed, 
between 6 and 7 o’clock. This man came back 
to Rochester on the following Monday and told 
@ queer story. He said that Frank Harn had 
becn arrested in Pittsburg and sent to the work- 
heuse for 60 days. Investigation proved that 
there was no foundation for this story. Why 
this mau should circulate such a story 1s rather 
odd. The man adwitted he was in Pittsburg on 
that Sunday. Heis a light-complexioned man, 
whom [ know well. When the proper 
time comes I know where he is and 
expect to get information from him that will 
lead to the murderer being caught. My theory 
is that Harn was killed on the train while it was 
on the road, at some point between Allegheny 
and Rochester or Aitiance. The dead man’s 
uncle will telegraph me from Chicago to-night. 
It it is proved conclusively that the body is that 
of Frank Harn then I will devote my time to 
working out the mystery. I think that I can 
solve it.” 

Frank Harn, Sr., left this morning for Chicago, 
where the body is stij/lheld. Ifthe identification 
is proved, and there is but little doubt of it, the 
body will be sent to Rochester on the return 
train.

A OOOL ROBBERY. 


THE» REMARKABLE EXPLOIT OF-A BUP- 
FALO THIEF, 


BuFrFFALo, Oct. 31.—One of the coolest 
robperies that has been known in this city for 
many a day occurred to-day, when an unknown 
thief took $3,200 from the Park Commissioners’ 
office in the City Hall and quietly walked 
down stairs and out of the building. At 
the opening of banking hours this morning 
Gen. W. F. Rogers, who had come up 
from the Soldiers’ Home at Bath, of which he 
has recently been appointed Superintendent, to 
complete his duties as Secretary of the Park 
Commissioners and turn over the office to his 
successor, Mr. David Gray, drew $3,900 from 


the Manufacturers and Traders’ Bank and 
placed it in a russett leather bag, which had 
been in use for years for this purpose. He 
then returned to his office on the third 
floor in the City and County Hall, where some of 
the park employes were waiting to draw their 
salaries. The bag was deposited on the long 
green baize-covered table in the session room of 
the Park Board, unstrapped, and $500 taken 
out. Gen. Rogers then seated himself at a desk 
scarcely two yards away from tbe table, and 
proceeded to pay off the men in waiting, 

While he was thus occupied he heard some 
one enter the room and almost immediately 
walk outagain. He turned in his chair and 
saw that the bag was gone. Overcome 
with excitement, the General staggered 
to the door connecting the two offices 
and caught sight of a man wearing a 
short, dark‘ coat and a black derby hat just

THK CRADLE OF SECESSION. 


CHARLESTON DRAPED WITH THE FLAG 
OF THE UNION. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Oct. 31.—The cradle 
of secession has the United States flag for a cov- 
erlet to-night. Charleston is wrapped up in the 
stars and stripes. Fifty thousand American 
flags have been sold here during the past week, 
and every one of them is floating in the air to- 
night. Horses and mules, coachmen and car 
drivers have been wearing the National colors 
allday. Inthe whole city there is only one old 
Confederate flag, bullet-riddled and moth-eaten, 


displayed, and the State flag, withits palmetto 
tree, cannot be found. 

This was the opening day of Charleston’s resur- 
reciion festival. The six triumphal arches which 
span the principal streets are wrapped up in red, 
white, and blue. Thousands of people have ar- 
rived from all parts of the States, and excur- 
sion trains will be arriving until 12 o’vlock to- 
night. It is expected’ that 50,000  vis- 
itours will be here during the week. Every 
house in town is open to. strangers, 
and there is abundant food and shelter 
for all, King-street and Meeting-street 
to-night are a perfect blaze of light, while 
myriads of Chinese lanterns lend enchantment 
to the fairy scene. In spite of threatening 
weather and a cold west wind to-day, the streets 
have been thronged with sight-seers, and to- 
night the Venetian and aquatic sports on Colo- 
nial Lake are being witnessed by 20,000 people. 
Fairer and warmer weatheris predicted for to- 
morrew, andthe success of the carnival is as- 


sured.

A RAILROAD SAFE ROBBED. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 31.—The safe in the 
Grand Trunk Railway station was opened by a 
false key early this morning and the receipts 
from the Western Division and Rouse’s Point, 
supposed to amount to about $1,800, carried off. 
There was only one key for the safe and how 
the duplicate was obtained is a mystery. Sev- 


eral policemen and watchmen were on duty at 
the station all night and a number of train 
hands for the greater part of the night. 
It is believed that when these latter 
went home the burglars entered the 
station, opened the safe by means of 
the false key, and went iuside, closing the door 
after them. The remittances from the different 
stations are sent along in wooden boxes, which 
were easily forced open and their contents ab- 
stracted.

MEMORABLE EVENT A 

THE FIKRTH-AVENUE. 

THE DEBUTANTE ACQUITS HERSELY 
BRAVELY IN THE PRESENCE OF A 
REMARKABLE AUDIENCE. 

Mrs. Potter has begun her new career, 
She stepped upon the stage at the Fifth-Avenue 
Theatre last night a full-fledged actress before 
@ mighty assemblage representing that fashion- 
able society of whichshe has beena leader. Her 
experiences in England—somewhat unpleasant, 
perhaps, but decidedly useful—will seem insig-; 
nificant in the exhilaration of her first triumph. | 
She has much to learn, it is true, buf she hag 
already learned much. She must not pause to 
rejoice over the victory, but must push forward 
with the new vigor that ought to ba inspired by; 
the warm encouragement she has received. Bhe 
has overcome obstacles, but there are plenty, 
more in the road to artistic perfection. Yet, for 
those impatient people who demand a verdict 
upon the result of the evening in one word, 
that word must be “success.” Mrs. Potter 
charmed a large and critical audience by the 
force of personal loveliness aided by no small 
degree of artistic proficiency. She carried the 
burden of a long and arduous part in a long and 
tiresome play, and sustained tho illusion of the! 
mimic scene under very trying circum 
stances. She expressed the various eme-| 
tions effectively with her newly-acquired| 
skill, though not with equal strength’ 
in alithe scenes. She depicted the passion of! 
love with fervor and eloquence, and showed @& 
thorough understanding of every phase of the! 
character, even where she lacked force in the 
execution. 

The débutante’s former accomplishments and) 
limitations as an amateur in the art of acting 
were well understood by a large proportion of 
the people who saw her last night. Among the 
fashionable young women of this city who! 
frequently appeared, in a sort of semi-pub-/ 
lic way, in amateur performances of plays for 
charity’s sake, she was most conspicuous, be- 
cause of her beauty, the air of authority she 
carried with her out of private life to the stage] 
and her social position. There was a percepti< 
ble trace of the real dramatic gift in her polite 
trifling with the art, but it was not developed, 
and her acting, if it could be called act-} 
ing, had no merits that were not negative.) 
With an attractive presence, an expressive face} 
a voice of pleasing quality, she shone among) 
her associates of the amateur stage; but she 
never accomplished anything that would have 
been accepted as the work of a professional 
player claiming a high ar.istic rank. She rarely} 
retained her grasp of acharacter throughout a 
play; she did not use her voice prop-! 
erly; she had small knowledge of the mean-' 
ing and effect of gesture and facial expression; | 
she moved her armsin an awkward, unbecoming | 
fashion. She spoke long speeches to the hero of | 
the play without looking at him or toward him, | 
and she glided over scenes of strong passion and | 
emotion with the careless grace of a courted | 
belle who had no use for such trifles as passion | 
and emotion. How much had she learned since 
she invested with her radiant beauty the clar- | 
acter of Poleska de Fermstein? That was the | 
first question of the night. | 

She has overcome the negative faults of her | 
amateur acting. She has learned how to walk, 
and how to stand upon the stage; she has ac | 
quired the ability to sustain a character 
throughout along play; she has developed her 
taste, and increased her knowledge of pictorial 
effect. She has gained more control of ker 
voice, and can use it well in very 
dificult passages, but her speech is 
stilltoo monotonous. She has not yet over- 
come the tendency to move her arms clumsily, 
and is not yet proficient in the use of gesture to 
emphasize or illuminate the meaning of the 
text. Nor has she yet become a mistress of the 
art of facial expression. Her chief fault, in this 
direction, ia her tendency toward exaggerated 
use of the eyes, even in simple scenes where 
perfect repose is demanded. A more exper- 
lenced actress than Mrs. Potter, however, would 
have been tempted to exaggeration by the dull- 
ness of the play. 

Alfred Delpit’s ‘‘Mademoiselle de Bressfer,” 
though not yet a year old, has a good deai of a 
history. ‘*Mademoiselie de Bressier”’ was first 
written as a novel, which was liked so weil in 
France that Delpit was induced to turn it into & 
play. Thedrama was acted at the Ambigu in 
April, was treated kindly by the critics, and was 
removed from the stage after avery few per- 
formances with the excuse that the political 
element in its plot displeased the populace, 
The political element will dispiease nobody in the 
English version of the drama, which, under the 
somewhat inappropriate title of ** Civil War,” 
was put forward at the Gaiety Theatre, in Lon- 
don, June 27, with Mrs. Potter as Faustine, the 
part acted in Paris by Mime. Tessaudier. The 
adaptation was made by Mr. Herman Merivaile, 
author of “ The White Pilgrim” and other po- 
etic plays. @ writer who generally uses the 
language felicitously. For New-York changes 
have been made iu Mr. Merivale’s work by 
Mr. George R. Sims, author of “Tne Lights o’ 
London,” @ playwright whe understands the 
use of theatrical artifice. ‘The reault of it all, 
Deipit’s dramatization of his own romance, Mer- 
rivale’s adaptation, and Sims's tinkering, is am 
drama of disconnected incidents and sluggish 
movement that has some passages of real 
beauty, but is, as a whole, unsatis- 
factory. In the first place, the story 
of the play is not one of those 
simple tales that are best suited to the dram- 
atist’s use. It could not be told in 10 lines of 
type so that its salient points would be uvder- 
stvod by the reader. All the situations do not 
grow naturally out of one beginning, and the 
main dramatic iuterest lies somewhat apart 
from the ostensible subject, This is often @ 
fault of plays, but rarely of successful ones, and 
never of great ones. There is a story in 
‘*Mademoiselle de Bressier” that can only be 
tully comprehended by thinking about the piece 
after one has seen it, and its somewhat slow 
action does not always produce the right effect. 

A recital, as brief as possible, of the inciaents 
of the drama will show clearly where its weak~ 
ness lies. The time of Acts I. and II. is 1871, 
just after the battle of Montretout. In Act I. 
the scene is aroom in abumble home in the 
Faubourg St. Antoine. Pierre Rosny, a 
well-meaning, crack-brained fellow, and 
his wife, krangoise, watch at the bed- 
side of Jacques, their son, aged 19, an ambitious 
young sculptor, who bas been wounded in bat- 
tle. Fatber and son belong te the Army of the 
Commune. Dr. Grandier, one of the good! 
physicians of the stage, heals the wound and; 
does more, for he becomes interested in this 
young toan of genius. He offers Jacques a good- 
ly sum of money to get him a foothold in the 
world of art. Jacques and his mother 
would be very happy but for flighty Pierre. 
The Communist fever possesses him, The mob 
shouts the Marseillaise under the windows, and 
Pierre leaves his weeping wife and crippled son 
to join in their bicody work. in Act 
Il. Faustine de Bressier is discovered in 
the garden of her father’s house, thd 
Chateau de Chavry, near Paris. Mmes 
Rosuy, who has been seeking her husband 
for two days, appeals to Faustine for succor. 
She is faint with hungerand worn out by cx- 
ertion. Faustine gives the woman refreshment 
and sends her back to Paris in a carriage. 
Then Henri de Guessaint, a roué and 
Faustine’s cousin brings the sad news 
of General de Bressier’s death, shot by 
Communists, and his last cummand tbat 
Faustine shall become her cousin’s wife. 
She swears sie will obey the command. Then 
Pierre Rosny, the Communist, rings at the gar- 
den gate, seeking refuge, and the gvod young 
woman tinds a hiding place forherenemy. But 
when a detachment of troops, commanded by 
one Capt. Maubert, arrive in search of the fugi- 
tive, aud she is toid that her brother aiso 
has been murtered, Faustine surrenders 
Pierre, and he pays the penalty. In 
Act Iii. (1878) the scene is the 
studio of Jacques Rosny, now a celebrated 
sculptor in Paris. Mlle. de Bressier is giving 
him sittings for a portrait bust. They 
love each other and they both confess 
their love. But Faustine’s weakness goes nv 
further. She remembers her oath. There is 
a strong, ingeniously devised scene and 
Faustine deparis with de Guessaint, who has 
ealled for her. The most glaring fault of the 
adaptation of Delpit’s play is found in this 
sceue. In the original Faustine is a wife; 
the ecene is reasonable if bold. Mr. Merri- 
vale, by inserting a few unconvincing words 
in the dialogue, gives the heroine seven years 
of freedom after her betrothal, and then mases 
her willfully bestow her hand upon the man she 
Gespises after she has come to love another.

The injured were all em- 
ployed in Packing House No. 7, the one that was 
wrecked being known as No. 6. John Harvey, 
after recovering himself, made a bolt for the top 
of theembankmentto getaway. Hewas struck by 
| a flying stone and whirled off his feet. 
Todd, whose brother was killed, was at work in 
No. 7 and escaped injury. His father, George 
Todd, who was employed in one of the mixing 
houses, fainted when told of the fate of Henry. 

William Strobridge was in a nitro-glycerine 
house washing a charge. The position was one 
of great responsibility, as the slightest neglect 
might cause a premature blast from the de- 
structive compound. Young Strobridge heard 
the explosion and braced himself for 
the shock. He nearly lost his foothold, and 
| was drawing a breath of relief when the head 

of one of the cartridge machines crashed through 
| the roof and fell not five feet from where he 

stood. Splinters cut him and the blood trickled 
; down from his lacerated nose, but he stuck to his 
post and completed the charge. 

Dr. Taylor, the company’s physician, dressed 
the wounds of theinjured, who were able to go 
home. Relatives of the dead were notified by 
telegraph where necessary, and an undertaker 
and Coroner Gage, of Dover, were summoned. 
The company did everything it could for the 
afflicted and announced that it would pay all 

expenses. The work of gath- 
ering the human remains occupied several 
hours, Recognition was almost impossible. 
Fancher had red hair, anda piece of his head 
was recovered, Enough of McDeed was found 
to Warrant a separate funeral, but it was thought

OPHTHALMIA IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 
Odessa Letter to the London Daily News. 
There ara at present no fewer than 2,600 

soldiers in hospital in the Odessa district un- 

der treatment for ophthalmia of a more orless 
acute form. It has been found necessary to 
erect temporary wooden hospitals forthe accom- 
modation of this extraordinary number of 
ophthalmic patients. No doubt the excessively 
hot, rainless, and dusty Summer, and the 


dazzling sun glare on the barren steppes outside 
where the garrison were encampe 
months, have this season abnormally swelled 
the number of patients from this disease, which 
every Autumn crowds the military hospitals. 
In the northern provinces the hospitals are 
usually filled in the early Spring with this class 
of patients, who suffer from the snow glare of 
the protraeted Northern Winters. One ‘would 
naturally suppose that, owing to tho general 
prevalence of this affection in the Russian Army, 
ophthalmia would pot only be especially studied 
by the medical faculty, but that Russian military 
specialists would excelin theoretical and prac- 
tical knowledge of this distressing complaint. 
But such is notthe case. The greater part of 
these ophthalmic patients are never treated by 
a qualitied practitioner, but are left entirely in 
the hands of ignorant regimental dispensers. 
There are no available statistics to show how 
many Russian soldiers are every year rendered 
permanently blind through aggravated ophthal- 
Inia and neglected treatment, but I have the 
authority of the first ophthalmic doctors in Rus- 
sia tor saying that the number is very large.

A WITNESS SHOT IN A_ MISSISSIPPI 


COURT. 

COFFEEVILLE, Miss., Oct. 31.—News has 
just reached here of a terrible tragedy which 
occurred in Airmount, a small village 12 miles 
east of this place last Saturday evening. 
On Friday Meg Sherman, colored, ap- 
peared before the proper official and 
swore out @ warrant, charging that Sell 
Boyle, a young white man of the neighborhood, 


had the night before broken into her house and 
assaulted both herself and her 8-year-old daugh- 
ter. Boyle was arrested and carried to Air- 
mount on Saturday afternoon, ail the while 
protesting his innocence. Trial was called 
about 3 o’clock and all were assembled in 
thecourt room. The woman, after being sworn, 
proceeded to tell her story, occasionally inter- 
larding it with such expressions as “ God knows 
he is the man ana he knows it himself. “I saw 
him plainlty-when he seized hold of me and it 
was surely Sell Boyle,” 

As all the sickening details came out the young 
man’s face began to grow pale, and, as the wo- 
man concluded her testimony, Boyle stepped 
forward, and, drawing his revolver, shot 
her through the heart. As the woi- 
an vas falling he tired at her again, 
the ball this time penetrating her brain. Flour- 


| ishing his pistol the young man made his way 


to the door where he was joined by William 
Pato, another man, who was related to him. 
Pato with a drawn revolver kept the crowd at 
bay until Boyle could mount his horse and 
escape.

TURGENIEFF AND HUGO. 

Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

Reminiscences of famous persons enjoy 
considerable popularity in Paris just now, and 
two of the most interesting books lately pub- 
lished are the souvenirs of Turgenieff, the Rus- 
sian novelist, and of Ristori, the Italian actress. 
M. Pavlosky, the author of the first-mentioned 
volume, has some very hard things to say of 
Victor Hugo, He relates that Turgenieff found 


the French poet lamentably deficient in his 
knowledge of foreign literature. The Russian 
writer was conversing with the poet about Ger- 
man literature when the latter cut him short in 
a brusque manner and began to praise Guethe, 
whose best work was, he said, ‘*‘ Wallenstein.” 
‘Pardon, cher maitre,” suid the Russian, “that 
is by Schiller.” “‘I don’tcare,” was the reply. 
“T have read neither one nor the other of 
them, but I know them better than those 
who have their works by heart.” M. 
Pavlosky also relates that on one ocea- 
sion some friends were talking at Victor 
Hugo’s house, when semebody said that the 
poet’s name should be given to the street in 
which he lived. “ Notastreet alone, but all 
Paris should be called after him,” observed an 
enthusiastic young man who was present. Hugo 
heard the words, and, after a pause, said: * That 
will come in time.” M. Franeisque Sarcey, who 
knew both Hugo and Turgenieff, denies the truth 
of these anecdotes. He also indignantly repu- 
diates theidea that the Russian littérateurcalled 
Balzac a mere ethnographer and not an artist, 
and qualitied Alphense Daudet as a nullity who 
imitated Dickens and as an intriguing South- 
erner. lt is quite probable that, despite M. 
Sarcey’s asseverations, the Russian writer was 
guilty of the terrible things related by his Bos- 
wellian friend, M. Isaac Pavlosky. Literary 
people are only too apt tosay hard and hasty 
things about one another, but when they give 
vent to their personal dislikes they should take 
eare that their Boswell is not within range, or 
he ae make it unpleasant for them with pos- 
terity.

FRENCH PILGRIMS IN ROME. 
Rome Dispatch to the London Daily News. 
The Pope to-day received 1,600 French 
pilgrims belonging chiefly to the laboring classes 
who arrived here on Friday last in order to con- 
gratulate his Holiness upon his approaching 
jubilee. They were headed by the Comte de Mun, 


who read an address, in reply to which the Pope 
declared that the church had always contributed 
to ameliorating the lot of the working classes.

PRESENT THEIR MEMORIAL TO 
THH PRESIDENT. 
ANDREW CARNEGIE INTRODUCES 
THE DELEGATES — THEIR MISSION 
SET FORTH—THE PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—A vast number of 
(people in Great Britain and the United States 
will read with interest the report of-the meet- 
Ing to-day at the White House between the 
President and the delegation of Queen Victoria’s 
subjects, most of them members of Parliament, 
who came to this country and to Washington to 
solicit American assistance in their effort to se- 
cure the adoption of a policy of international 
arbitration as a means of settlement in disputes 
that have hitherto been determined only by war. 
By appointment the British representatives 
of this undertaking assembled in the lbra- 
ry at 4 o’clock. The President, who had 
been busily employed up to the time of the ar- 
rival of the deputation, laid aside his work and 
greeted Mr. Andrew Carnegie cordially as he 
advanced with the visitors arranged in a wide 
Bemicircle. The library was pretty well filled 
with the party. The addresses to the President 
‘were made promptly and with an carnestness 
that was undoubted. While a favorable response 
had been expected from the President, the 
Visitors were not prepared for so elaborate and 
tareful a speech as they heard. It was 
delivered with admirable skill and force, 
and was repeatedly punctuated with apprecia- 
tive exclamations of “ Hear, hear.” The delega- 
tion included Lord Kinnaird, the Right Hon. Sir 
Lyon Playfair, member of Parliament; Sir George 
Campbell, member of Parliament; Sir John 
Swinburne, member of Parliament; Mr. Halley 
Stewart, member of Parliament; Mr. Benjamin 
Pickard, member of Parliament; Mr. William 
Cremer, member of Parliament; Mr, Caleb 
Wright, member of Parliament; Mr. A. D, Pro- 
vand, member of Parliament; Mr. Octavius V. 
Morgan, member of Parliament; Mr. Munro Fer- 
guson, member of Parliament, and Mr. Charles 
Freake, of London; Mr. John Inglis, of Glasgow, 
and Mr. John Wilson, of Durham, representa- 
tives of the Trades Union Congress. Accompany- 
ing the deputation were Mr. William Jones, Sec- 
retary of the Peace Association, London; the 
Rev. Mr. Rowland B. Howard, Boston; Mr. John 
B. Wood and Philip C. Garrett, of Philadelphia, 
nd the Rev. Dr. Eaton, of New-York. Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie, of Pennsylvania, introduced 
the visitors to the President in a short address 
which closed as follows: 

* Few events in the world’s history would rank 
with such a treaty as is here advocated; only two 
events, perhaps, in the history of the United States 
might titly be compared with it—Washington’s Ad- 
Miuistration established the Republic; Lincoln’s Ad- 
ministration abolished human slavery. We fondly 
hope, Mr. President, that it may be reserved for 
yours to conclude a treaty, notouly with the Govern- 
ment of the other great English-speaking nation, but 
with other lands as well, which shall henceforth

and forever secure to these natious the blessings of 


peace and good-will. The making of such a treaty 
will have done much to remove trom humanity its 
greatest stain—the killing of man by man. We 
duige the hope that if thetwo great nations } 
represented set such'an exanple, other nations 
may be induced to follow it and war be thus ulti- 
mately banished from the face of the earth.” 

The Right Hon. Lyon Playfair, representing 
ithe members of Parliament, and Mr. John Wil- 
ison, representing the Trade Congress, also made 
phort addresses 1n support of the movement. 
Mr. Playfair’s address was as follows: 

Mr. =NT: I have the high honor to repre- 
pent a deputation of 12 members of Parliament who 
propose to present to you, as the heaa of this great 
Nation, and through you to Congress, a memorial in 
favor of the arbitration of political differences when 
diplomatic agencies have failed to adjust them. This 
memorial has been signed by 233 members of the 
House of Commons, or by more than one-third of its 
whole number. It is really the outcome of an ardent 
desire on the part of the workingmen of the United 
Kingdom to perpetuate the friendship and peace 
which pow happily exist between the kindred peo- 
ple of both sides of the Atlantic, The representa- 
tives of the people have given expression to this 
feeling among their constituents by signing the 
memorial. Even if it do not effect an immediate or 
proximate treaty of arbitration, you will, Mr. Presi- 

é 0gnizo that the memorial is a remarkable 

ession of the brotherly feeling which our work- 
ses cntertain tor their kinsmen in the

OHRISTIAN SOIENCE. 


MRS. PLUNKETT EXPLAINING IT TO A 
LARGE AUDIENCE. 

Bursting upon a mind that has undergone 
no sort of preparation, Christian science, as it is 
called, forms arather startling apparition. To 
the unregenerate the information that by hating 
an enemy that enemy can be mentally or phy- 
sically weakened would be a source of unalloyed 
joy were it not accompanied by the less comfort- 
ing intelligence that the hatred will undoubtedly 
prove a boomerang. There are apparently a 
large number of intelligent people in New-York 


who are willing to learn more of Christian 
science than they at present know. Chickering 
Hall contained many hundreds of these last 
night; the hall was filled with those who were 
athirst. 

There was a piano on the stage. It was hidden 
by a screen of dark brownrep. It spoke in low 
and tender tones, and its voice was almost 
weird as q tall, slim woman, whose dress was 
striking in its plainess, glided across the stage 
and sank into one of those chairs into which it 
is impossible except for those who are trained 
in the art to sink. 

The color in he cheeks was of the exact tinge 
of the three La France roses in her corsage. 
Her dress was of some clinging material, black 
in color, and it owed its chief distinction to an 
overdress of black lace, fastend like a coat, that 
was too tight to button across the chest. She 
wore a small white ruching at the neck and 
wrists. Except that her hair was almost white, 
she looked youthful, but this may have been on 
account of the girlish, not to say coquettish, ar- 
rangement of the abundant silvery tresses. 

Recognizing the well-bred applause by the 
slightest of smiles, Mrs. Mary A. Plunkett, 
President of the Hopkins College of Christian 
Science, of Chicago, dropped her eyes demurely 
and sat perfectly still for several minutes, for 
the purpose, perhaps, by the aid of the science 
of which she is an advocate, of gaining not only 
the attention but the sympathy of her audience. 
In a low-pitched, but penetrating and musical, 
voice she said she was hardly prepared for such 
an audience. She was not an orator, and did not 
claim to bea lecturer. She had simply felt the 
effect of a power with which she was anxious 
the whole world should become acquainted. 

She had suffered, she said, nad lost faith in 
God, had been cured mentally and physically 
and entirely by Christian science. It was an 
omnipresent force; the world was simply not 
aware of the fact. Through itshe had discov- 
ered that she had two selfs—a mind self and a 
body self. In the latter there was no sensa- 
tion. She had been nervous. Christian science 
taught here that nerves could have no 
feeling. She decided that_she wasn’t nerv- 
ous; she wasn’t nervous. The bedy was only 
the shadow of self. She had never felt at ease 
until she had moved out!of her body. Tho dis- 
covery was made that she could transmit her 
thoughts to the minds of her patients and that 
hers, being the stronger and better thoughts, 
drove out the enemy that caused sickness and 
wretchedness. If successful with sickness, why 
not with viciousness and inebricty. She made 
a trial and was successful. 

There was amighty power—mental telegraphy 
—at hand, which, properly directed, would re- 
move the zauses that fill the world’s prisons. 
The trouble called the devil was only ignorance. 
When a mistake is erased what becomes of it? 
It is nowhere. Change the thoughts and the 
body will change. There is a God and Hisname 
is spelled ** Good.” It had been the practice of 
the people to give their bodies to the doctors and 
souls to the ministers. It wasn’t necessary to 
die to reach heaven, The healing was so simple 
that it seemed to be the result of chance. Any 
believer could bea doctor; it was only neces- 
sary to observe the rules. 

Mrs. Piunkett spoke American English and 
was prodigal of linguistic idioms. Her features 
were odd, her — appearance was charm- 
ing, and mauy of her sayings were interesting.

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THE SUPREME COURT'S WORK. 


DELAY IN RENDERING THE ANARCHIST 


DECISION—OPINIONS RENDERED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The United States 8u- 
preme Court was crowdeil again to-day, in anticipa- 
tion of a decision upon the motion fora writ of error 
in the case of the Chicago Anarchists. It was 
thought that Justice Miller might perhaps announce 
the decision and read the opinion, and when his turn 
came the court room was absolutely still, while 
every person present listened eagerly for his first 
words. The judgments which he announced had, 
however, no relation to the case which was ip 


every one’s mind, and it was not until the reading 
of opinions had been concluded that any refer- 
ence to that case was made. The Chief-Justice 
then said that the court hoped to be ready to an- 
nounce its decision upon the motion of Spies and 
others for a writ ot error by Wednesday of this week, 
and certainly by ‘Tnursday. 

The motion made by Attorney-General Garland 
last week at the requestof the Controller of the 
Currency to advance the case of the Receiver of the 
First National Bank of Buffalo against Elbridge C. 
Spaulding and others was denied. This is the case 
which involves the question of the liability of Di- 
rectors of national banks for negligence in the per. 
tormance of their duties, 

A decision was also rendered in the case of Felix 
A, Mathews, appellans. against the United States, 
This was a suit brought by Mathews in the Court of 
Claims to recover from the United States the balance 
claimed to be due him on account of his salary 
as Consul of the United States at Tangier in 
the Barbary States, from July 1, 1882 to June 
80, 1886, He entered upon the duties of that 
office July 19, 1870; was paid at the rate 
of $3,000 per annum up to June 30, 1882, and there- 
after only at the rate of $2,000 per annum, He 
claims that he was entitled to receive $3,000 per 
eriod of his service. The 
Court of Claims, being of opinion that the claimant 
had no cause of action, dismissed the petition, and 
its judgment is here affirmed. Opinion by Justice 
Harlan, 

A decision was rendered in the patent case of the 
Parker & Whipple Company and others, against the 
Yale Lock Compauy and others, brought here by 
appeal from the United States Circuit Court for the 
District of Connecticut. This was a suit brought vy 
the appellants against the Yale Lock Company for 
alleged infringement of a reissued patent granted 
March 14, 1882, upon improvements in clock 
movements. The Circuit Court dismissed the bill 
upon the ground that the invention described in the 
first eight claims of the reissue, which are the 
claims alleged to have been infringed, was an inven- 
tion of which no trace was to be found in the orig- 
inal specification, and was manifestly other and 
different from that which was the subject of the 
original patent; and that the statute in regard to 
reissues forbids such a radical transformation of a 
patent as was attempted in this case. The decree of 
the Circuit Court is affirmed. Opinion by Justice 
Blatchford. 
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ADVERTISEMENTS ON WRAPPERS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Since the recent publi- 
cation of the revised rules and regulations of tho 
Post Office Department the Postmaster-General has 
received alarge number of complaints from promi- 
nent business men of New-York and other cities 
protesting against the enforcement of the rule 
prohibiitng the use of wrappers of secon, third, and 


fourth class mail matter as an advertising medium. 
In response to these complaints and protests the 
Postmaster-General has prepared a letter, in 
which he sbows that the rule complained of 
is not of his making; that it as been 
published in every revision of the department 
regulations since 1879, when it was framed _ to con- 
form to the act which was then passed by Congress 
revising the law in respect to the classification of 
mail matter and defining the limitation of printing 
or writing uvon wrappers containing matter of the 
classes named. The Postmaster-General says: ‘It 
has been intimated that a change has been made by 
the department. This is an error. The rule you 
complain of exists in the act of Congress, and has 
stood there since 1879, when it was passed. No 
regulation of the department has ever been made 
to dispense with it, withinimy knowledge or means 
of inquiry, as of course none could validly be. 
The practice of which you speak has been pur- 
sued in contravention of the statutes.”

JAMESTOWN, Oct. 31.—The Water Supply 
Company of this city has probably found a satiss

As we expected, Health Officer SmitH 
tries to excuse the shameful condition of 
things at the Quarantine by the failure to 
get money from the State Treasury. That 
excuse may go for what it is worth to ex- 
plain the condition of the buildings. The 
fact remains that this overpaid officer re- 
sisted every attempt to have the whole cost 
of adequate quarantine properly provided 
for because his own profits, which he enjoys 
by the grace of PLaTr and his lobby, would 
be reduced to a reasonable amount. 
The 500 passengers of the Alesia had been 
on Hoffman Island a week before, accord- 
ing to SmITH’s own statement, the “ steam 
pumps were rendered effective for securing 
a suitable supply of water for sanitary pur- 
poses.” If he could find the money for this 
work by that time, why did he not find it 
before? But Dr. SmITH’s statement does 
not touch the outrageous lack of personal 
service which was regulated entirely by his 
own judgment or his own stinginess. It 
does not touch the absence of an attend- 
ant physician either among the ex- 
posed immigrants or at the bedside 
of the sick and dying. It does 
not account for the immigrants washing 
their soiled clothing themselves at cisterns 
exposed to infection, from which nothing 
but verbal orders prevented them from 
drawing drinking water, nor for the bed- 
ding piled promiscuously together, nor for 
the insufficient bathing, nor for the failure 
to provide decent conveniences in the baths 
and water closets. All these things—cruel 
and revolting as they are—could have been 
remedied by a very small percentage of Dr. 
SMITH’S extravagant personal income from 
his office. And this factis revealed, not in 
“‘tirades of abuse” from irresponsible per- 
sons, but by the written and signed state- 
ment of physicians of repute, who told what 
they saw. 





The visit to the President of the United 
States of a deputation representing one- 
third of the members of the English House 
of Commons to ask foratreaty of arbitra- 
tion between the two countries is an inter- 
esting event in itself, and it may have im- 
portant consequences. It can hardly fail at 
least to impress all those who read the ac- 
count of it with a new sense of the folly and 
criminality of a war between the United 
States and Great Britain. The reply of the 
President was entirely dignified and dis- 
ereet. While avowiug the sympathy with 
the object of the deputation which every 
humane and rational man must feel, he did 
not disguise the difficulty of attaining it 
by treaty or other form of legislation. In 
truth, such a treaty, if it were made, could 
be enforced only when the public opinion 
of both countries favored its enforcement. 
In that case it might be said to be unneces- 
sary, though it would still have a value as 
a formal and deliberate record of the com- 
mon sentiment of two great nations. If the 
visit of the English deputation strengthens 
that sentiment it will do the best that can 
be expected of it, and will amply repay the 
labors of its promoters. 





The two companies of the Sixth Infantry 
who have been directed to occupy the new 
military post near Chicago will find cool 
and airy quarters in its tents at this season, 
but no doubt care will be taken to make 
them comfortable for the Winter. It has 
been suggested that the haste to dispatch 
these troops thither before the barracks were 
built, or even the temporary huts were be- 
gun, indicates a fear of Anarchist troubles. 
But this does not follow. It was in like 
manner rumored that the regulars who 
took part in the Chicago encampment would 
stay in the city until after the execution 
of the condemned rioters; but they 
have all gone their several ways to Fort 
Leavenworth, Fort Snelling, and Fort 
Wayne, and the neighborhood has been left 
for the present without guardians of this 
sort. The new troops from Fort Douglas 
will only be about eighty strong, and this 
is hardly a formidable force. Still, the 
establishment of the Highwood post is un- 
doubtedly based on the theory that a small 
garrison of regulars might prove handy at 
Chicago, and law-abiding people there will 
not be sorry to see it assembled with a 
somewhat suggestive promptness. 


The Hartford Courant publishes a report 
of a conversation with an officer of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company, who says that it is not true 
that steam is to be substituted at once for 


stoves on the line, and adds that old- 
fashioned coal stoves are being replaced in 
some of the cars by stoves to be used as 
part of a hot-water system. This is ‘the 
safest service, steam excepted,” he remarks, 
“but in a collision where the end of 
a car is knocked in of course 
the heater goes with it.” This effect has 
been noticed at several collisions, as the 
surviving friends of roasted passengers can 
testify. This officer states, however, thut 
the company will adopt steam heating ‘‘ as 
soon as it is practicable.” Steam heating 
is, he says, ‘“‘in its infancy.” But he ad- 
mits that two fast trains on his road have 
for some time been successfully heated by 
steam from the locomotive. It is nonsense 
to say that steam heating for passenger cars 
is in its infancy or is not yet practicable, 


‘Afew days ago it was believed that the 
people of Manitoba had at last cleared the 
way for the completion of their railroad to 
the boundary. After along search they had 
found a contractor who was willing to risk 
some of his own money inthe work, and they 
had agreed to advance $300,000 upon the 
security of provincial bonds. But now the 
prospect is not encouraging. Indeed, there 
is no probability that the rails will 
be laid this season.

The 
public-spirited citizens of Winnipeg 
who had agreed to furnish $300,000 
suspect that Premier Norquay is secretly 
working for the monopoly corporation, and 
they are dissatisfied because the contractor, 
who is ready to enter into any reasonable 
agreement, will not bind himself to com- 
plete the road even against the opposition 
of Dominion troops, The capitalists of 
Winnipeg should not require the contractor 
to lay rails and whip the Canadian militia 
at the samo time, If they refuse to rmsk 
their money in support of so courageous a 
builder as this one whom they have now 
driven away they may as well give up all 
hope of making an independent road. 


The election of Civil District Judges is a 
matter of considerable importance, as they 
preside over courts in which many small 
cases of a good deal of moment to those 
concerned in them are tried. They require 
a good knowledge of civil law, but above 
all straightforward honesty and impartiali- 
ty. Unfortunately, there is no hope of se- 
curing these qualificationsin the first two 
districts. Mik NorTOoNn is certain to be re- 
elected, and CLANCY is opposed by DENIS 
BURNS, a person no better than him- 
self. In the Third District GzorcEe B. 
DEANE, Jr., the Republican candidate, is 
an excellent man for the place, far better 
than his opponent, JoHN J. ADAMS. In the 
Fourth ALFRED STECKLER has used his posi- 
tion recklessly to advance his own interests. 
Henry C. Borry, who is opposed to him, is 
an honest and capable young man, whose 
election would work a needed reform in the 
district. In the Fifth Justice McCartHy 
is acandidate for re-election, and is opposed 
by W. M. GoLpFOGLE and a Labor can- 
didate. McCarTHY hasa good record and 
deserves re-election, though there is nothing 
to be said against GOLDFOGLE. In the Sixth 
the Democrats have named an excellent 
candidate in SAMSON LOCHMAN. He was a 
brilliant scholar in college and at the law 
school, is an able and successful lawyer 
and a man of unquestioned integrity. 
Between MONELL and LANGBEIN, in the 
Seventh, there is not much tochoose. In the 
Eighth JoHN J. JEROLOMON, the Democratic 
candidate, is far superior to A. D. WILL- 
IAMS, his chief opponent, who, besides not 
having the qualifications necessary, is a 
mere tool of FREDERICK §S. GiBBs. In the 
Ninth R. W. BONYNGE is to be pre- 
ferred to FALuton. In the Tenth Dis- 
trict the term of the sitting Justice has 
not expired. In the Eleventh Police Justice 
Murray has forced his son upon the Demo- 
crats asacandidate. He is not fit for the 
place. The Republican candidate, E. R. 
THOMPSON, is well qualified, as is also the 
United Labor candidate. 





About the most disgraceful exhibition of 
political turpitude that has been known in 
this city for years is the nomination for 
Alderman by the Republicans of the Fif- 
teenth District of WERNER BRUNS, who 
gained an unsavory reputation as an As- 
semblyman in 1886 as the putative author 
of the ‘Bruns bill,” which was intended to 
turn over a large share of the municipal 
patronage to ROLLIN M. SQUIRE and his 
political masters. He also introduced the 
bill to give the appointment of Excise 
Commissioners to the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, and tried to get the 
Board of Education into politics by making 
the memberselective. His record was bad in 
every particular, and Tammany was con- 
strained to drop him after one trial at Al- 
bany. He is takenup by the Republicans 
in a hopelessly Democratic district, for no 
apparent reason except that he offers to 
**put up something for the boys.” Such an 
utter lack of principle, or even of decency, 
has rarely been exhibited by any politica 
organization. : 

THE PLATT STATE TICKET. 

With the exception of Col. GRANT, whose 
election would undoubtedly be gratifying to 
the great body of Republicans throughout 
the State, and who bids fair to poll more 
than the party vote, it is plain that the Re- 
publican State ticket is losing rather than 
gaining in strength. This fact is due to 
the recognized and avowed leadership of 
ex-Senator PLATT, whose creation the ticket 
was, and it is only the conviction that 
PLATT is indifferent to Col. GRANT, having 
already caused his rejection when named 
for Quarantine Commissioner, that saves 
the latter from the general feeling of antip- 
athy. PxLatTt’s hand has been everywhere 
visible from the earliest stage of the can- 
vass; he has practically taken the manage- 
ment of the campaign under his personal 
supervision; he has put his latest acquired 
lieutenant, Senator Hiscock, forward on 
every occasion; he has officiously and con- 
spicuously brought the influence of his 
express company to bear; in a word, he is 
comporting himself after the manner of the 
scheming, intriguing, dictatorial, and vul- 
gar political “ boss” that he is. 

The Republican Party cannot regain con- 
fidence by this ostentatious display of the 
very elements in its organization and man- 
agement that caused the country to lose 
confidence in it. The party was turned out 
of power because its machinery had fallen 
into bad hands, because it was used to 
promote the selfish interest of greedy and 
unscrupulous men, because it had become 
dead to the issues and the interests of the 
present—because, in a word, Blaineism and 
Plattism had dominated it. Under the 
continued and strengthened domination of 
Piatt and Plattism it cannot again appeal 
inthe pivotal State of New-York for the 
respect or sympathy or co-operation of 
honest and intelligent men. In matters 
of purely State concern the party 
has been forced or induced by PLatr to 
evade all positive and definite declarations, 
and to accept a ticket made up of men who 
are either entirely insignificant or distinct- 
ly inferior to their opponents on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, or, as in the case of Col. 
GRANT, distinguished chiefly by an honored, 
inherited name. In the matter of the 


-canals—unimportant as an immediate issue, 


but important as bringing out the spirit and 
purpose of the party—the position taken by 
the Republican Convention is humiliating. 
There can be no valid reason why Repub- 
licans who desire to see their party become 
once more an efficient instrument.for the. 


advancement of sound principles and the 
promotion of pure government should give 
their votes to support PLATT, who will use 
the party only for his own mean ends and 
as an instrument for the perversion and pol- 
lution of government. He holds control of 
the party machinery to-day by the basest 
methods, chief of which is his employment 
of the money wrung from the Quarantine 
at the risk of the health and life of the citi- 
zens of the whole country. In this office, 
retained by the lowest trickery at Albany 
four years after the legal term of his 
tool, SmitH, expired, he has the one 
considerable source of his direct political 
power, and were he to secure a hold on the 
State Government by success in this cam- 
paign he would extend that power by alike 
treatment of all the offices he could reach. 
This, however, is a minor matter, since the 
offices voted for have no great importance, 
What he wants primarily is control of the 
Legislature, and if in addition he can gain 
a victory in the State it will be valuable to 
him mainly for theinfluence it will give 
him in the national campaign. 

He has caused his men on the platforms 
throughout the State to declare over and 
again that this is the preliminary struggle 
of the Presidential campaign. It is so, 
since, after his immediate ends in theo State, 
his objective point is to strengthen his hold 
on the party in New-York with reference to 
that campaign. But it does not make 
honest Republicans any more eager to help 
him now to tell them that in doing so they 
will rivet his despotism on their party 
for that great contest. They saw their party 
three years ago crushed under the weight 
of precisely the same sort of corruption and 
dictation that PLATT now practicesand rep- 
resents. They donot seein Plattism and 
Beldenism any hope for regaining what 
Blaineism lost. From a purely partisan 
point of view thereis no profit for the Re- 
publicans in the triumph of Piatt and the 
sinister element embodied in him. The 
party would stand a much better chance 
for success next yearif PLATT were beaten 
out of sight this rear. 


OF CANDIDATES. 

There will be a bewildering muititude of 
candidates for the contemplation of the city 
voter at the coming election. In the first 
place, there are five State tickets in the 
field, each containing the names of five can- 
didates, to say nothing of the original 
George O. Jones Greenbackers and two 
minor organizations which have made nom- 
inations. There is the same number of coun- 
ty and judiciary tickets, with ten names upon 
each. Three parties have made nominations 
for the eleven Civil District Justiceships. 
Five have separate candidates in most 
of the seven Senate districts, and eight in 
all have candidates of their own for the As- 
sembly, though thus far the label ‘‘inde- 
pendent” appears in only one district and 
Irving Hallin only two. For the most part 
the Tammany and County Democracy can- 
didates for the Assembly are the same, but 
in a majority of the districts there will be 
five different candidates—Democratic, Re- 
publican, United Labor, Progressive Labor, 
and Prohibitionist. 

Of the present members of the Senate 
from the city only two are renominated— 
Morpny and REILLy—and, though Murpny 
has two opponents and REILLY three, their 
re-election is tolerably certain. DALY and 
DunnaAM, by far the best of the lot, have 
declined to enter the field again. In the 
Seventh District there are six different can- 
didates, two of whom are Republicans, that 
stanch advocate of party loyalty, JOHN J. 
O’BRIEN, having headed a bolt. The 
ablest of ail the candidates is JOHN 
SWINTON, who is put up by the Progressive 
Labor Party, and he is undoubtedly honest 
as wellas able. The Democratic candidate 
in the Eighth against CORNELIUS VAN 
Cott will be Epwin L. ABBETT, a brother 
of the ex-Governor of New-Jersey, but 
there are three others to divide the vote. 
CULLEN, TRAPHAGEN, and PLUNKITT disap- 
pear and they will certainly be no loss. In 
the Ninth District there are four candi- 
dates, though the Republicans have as yet 
made no nomination. In the Tenth Jacos 
A. CANTORis the Democratic candidate and 
GEORGE W. Lyon the Republican, and there 
are three others inthe field. Mr. CANTOR 
made a very fair record in the Assem- 
bly last Winter. He is generally cred- 
ited with honesty and very good abilities, 
but has sometimes shown more regard 
for party interests than those of the public, 
notably so in the Legislature of 1886. Per- 
haps the worst that can be said of Mr. Lyon 
is that he would be an addition to the 
Platt Senators, of whom there will be too 
many at best. Mr. EUGENE S. IVEs, the 
Democratic candidate in the Eleventh, 
would at least be a vast improvement on 
PLUNKITT. He is opposed by James P. 
O’BEIRNE, Republican, and by Labor and 
Prohibition candidates. 

Of the present Assemblymen, FINy, of the 
First; SULLIVAN, of the Second; Hayes, of 
the Fourth; McKenna, of the Sixth; Mar- 
Tin, of the Ninth; HAMILTON, of the Elev- 
enth; DaLTon, of the Seventeenth; Horn- 
IDGE, of the Twentieth; Crosby, of the 
Twenty-first, and SHEA, of the Twenty- 
fourth, are up for re-election. HAMILTON 
and CrosBy are the only Republicans in 
the list, and are decidedly the best of the 
city representatives. It is understood 
that the liquor interests have combined for 
a tremendous effort to beat them because 
they are in favor of restricting a traffic 
whose abuse entails upon the community 
enormous evils and great expense. Those 
who favor such restriction, as well as in- 
telligence and honesty in legislation gen- 
erally, should meet this effort by uniting, 
regardless of party, for the re-election of 
these two men. 

_ Of the Democrats renominated, WILLIAM 
J. McKEnnNA, of the Sixth District, is the 
only one with a good record. Finn, SULLI- 
VAN, and HayYEs, of the down-town districts, 
are irredeemably bad, representing the grog- 
shops and disorderly and corrupt elements. 
They have neither intelligence nor honesty 
to recommend them. Any of the opposing 
candidates are preferableto them. MARTIN, 
af the Ninth, who was supporte’ by the 
Labor men last year, now has them against 
him, and FREDERIC B. BarRD, the Republican 
candidate, has a possible chance. He is a 
lavyer-of first-class ability and. high char-. 
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acter, and his election would be a 
great gain for the public, MARTIN’s record 
is not good. DALTON and HORNIDGE 
are weak and untrustworthy, and SHEA 
has been closely allied with corrupt job- 
bers, Of the new men not much is known, 
BANKSON T. MORGAN, the Republican candi- 
date in the Seventh, has served for some 
time in the Board of Aldermen with a fair 
record, RoEscu, the Democratic candidate 
in the Tenth, is an ex-Assemblyman, with 
little in his record to commend him. [If all 
the candidates remain in the field, of whom 
there are more than a hundred, there may 
be some unexpected results; but the chance 
of raising the character of the representa- 
tion at Albany this year is not very good. 
There are efforts at diminishing the number 
of candidates by a consolidation of inter- 
ests. The Board of Aldermen, for which 
there are as many candidates as for the As- 
sembly, has sunk almost below the dig- 
nity of discussion. 


LAW AND ANARCHY. 

Recent events have shown that there is a 
considerable number of amiable and well- 
meaning persons in thiscountry who are op- 
posed to executing justice according to law 
upon the Chicago Anarchists. If these re- 
monstrants opposed the execution of the 
sentence in these cases becanse they oppose 
the infliction of capital punishment in any 
case, there would be no occasion to argue 
with them. But some of them at least 
oppose it, without having any scruples 
about the death penalty, simply upon 
the score of expediency. They believe 
that Anarchy will prosper by persecution, 
as various religious and political heresies 
have been known to do, and they appear to 
maintain that nobody should be sentenced 
to death for the murder of the policeman in 
Chicago except the man who actually threw 
the bomb. As there is some doubt about 
the identity of this person, to put this rec- 
ommendation into practice would be to 
commute the sentences of all the persons ap- 
pointed to die this month in expiation of 
the murder. 

Those who hold this view show a singular 
ignorance of the nature of an Anarchist. 
They discuss his case as if he were the 
propagator of some new system of ethics 
or politics in the beneficence of which he 
firmly believed. It requires extreme igno- 
rance as well as extreme innocence to take 
this view of him. Anybody who has paid 
any attention to the writings or speeches of 
actual Anarchists knows that their ‘‘prin- 
ciple” is nothing in the world but hatred 
and-envy of those who are richer than 
themselves. Wretches like Spres and Most 
are actuated by thissentiment alone, for their 
own part and appeal to this sentiment alone 
in others. There are of course among the 
men who have failed in every community 
men who envy other men for having suc- 
ceeded. So long as a man is ashamed of this 
feeling and conceals it he may bea good 
citizen notwithstanding that he entertains 
it. When he gives vent to it in words he is 
apt to get himself disliked and despised. 
When he translates it into action he brings 
himself within the province of the criminal 
law. There are many professional criminals 
who avow and act upon thesentiment of the 
Anarchists'and take a malicious satisfaction, 
quite apart from the gainsof the operation, 
in breaking into the strong boxes or picking 
the pockets of men who have accumulated 
money by honest industry. A criminal in 
whom envy is so much stronger than avarice 
that he will destroy property and take life 
wantonly and without expecting to derive 
any personal benefit from robbery or 
murder is an Anarchist. Evidently he 
is quite as detestable as any other rob- 
ber or murderer, and even more danger- 
ous. To try to argue envy out of a 
man who is ready to kill, burn, and 
destroy merely from envy is as absurd as 
to try moral suasion on a rabid dog or to 
ask him for the arguments by which he jus- 
tifies himself in biting people. Yet this is 
what the people would like to have us do 
who deprecate the hanging of the Anarch- 
ists as in some sort a persecution of men on 
account of their opinions. They know that 
they themselves would not go about setting 
fire to buildings and killing policemen ex- 
cept in vindication of some sort of principle 
or in pursuance of some sort of phi- 
losophy, and they assume that there is 
a principle and a philosophy behind the 
murders and outrages of the Anarchists. 
That the Anarchists hate all orderly and 
well-to-do people so passionately as to be 
willing to rob and murder them for the sake 
of gratifying that hatred is obvious to 
everybody who has read their speeches or 
their writings. It is creditable to the 
hearts, ifnot to the heads, of those who 
deprecate punishing Anarchists as other 
criminals are punished for like offenses that 
to them such a state of mind is incredible. 

The expediency of punishing Anarchist 
murderers precisely as other murderers are 
punished really needs no proof, but an in- 
teresting bit of testimony has just appeared 
in its favor. Ever since the verdict was 
confirmed by the Supreme Court of Illinois 
there have been protests against the execu- 
tion of the sentence, and meetings have 
been called to enter these protests. The 
contrast between the mildness of the lan- 
guage in which these protests have been 
couched and the ferocity of the language 
used by the Anarchists before the massacre 
shows the sobering effect of a sense 
of legal responsibility. The latest piece 
of evidence is a circular sent through the 
Post Office of Chicago, in which ‘“* working- 
men” are exhorted to rise in their might 
and prevent the execution of the law on 
the 11th of November. It is intimated that 
‘‘bombs and firearms” will be effective in 
bringing about the rescue of the prisoners, 
and altogether the circular is much the 
same sort of performance that Spires and 
Most used to compose before it was brought 
to their notice that inciting to crime is 
itself a crime. The difference is that 
they used to doit without any pretense of 
secrecy, whereas now the circular is 
issued with every precaution for con- 
cealing the identity of the author. 
The same wholesome apprehension of the 
law that prevented the writer from giving 
his advice openly will prevent his readers 
from taking it seriously. Nobody is likely 
to be aroused to resisting the police on 
an occasion which shows-the extreme. dan- 
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ger of that line of conduct by a manifesto 
issued by nobody from nowhere. If the 
condemned Anarchists should manage to 
cheat the gallows, then we might expect the 
Anarchist agitators to resume their former 
cheerful bearing, and to advocate riot and 
murder openly instead of secretly; but of 
that there is little danger, 
es 
MORMON COLONIES. 

The Mormons began to settle in Arizona 
about three years ago, and in 1886 there 
were said to be 5,000 of themin the Terri- 
tory. Recent dispatches from Tucson as- 
sert that they now hold the balance of power 
between the two political parties. Doc- 
uments are produced which show that the 
Territorial Elders have been urged by 
Bishop CLawson, of Utah, to support a cer- 
tain Phenix newspaper, because, as he 
says, “‘it is well disposed to our people.” 
This paper is controlled by Gov. ZvULICK 
and five prominent Territorial officers ap- 
pointed by him. A Tucson paper declares 
that a compact between representatives of 
the Mormon Church and the Executive was 
made last Winter, ‘‘in which it was agreed 
that there should be no legislation inimical 
to the church or to polygamy.” 

These statements are interesting as in- 
dicating political tendencies in Arizona, but 
they do not show whether the Mormons of 
the Territory are living in violation of the 
Federal anti-polygamy law. About three 
years ago the Territorial Legislature passed 
an act requiring voters to take an oath like 
that which is still required in Idaho. Last 
Winter Gov. ZULICK recommended that this 
act should be repealed, and the Legislat- 
ure did repeal it. We are of the opinion 
that the Governor’s arguments against 
the retention of such an act in the 
statute books were sound. Nearly three 
years ago five Mormon Bishops in Arizona 
were prosecuted under the Edmunds act 
and convicted. They were imprisoned and 
fined. We are not aware that there have 
been any similar prosecutions in Arizona 
since these men were found guilty. Are 
there any Mormons in the Territory who 
are living in the polygamous relation? If 
the Territory shelters polygamists who are 
not molested by officers of the law the fact 
should be made known. 

The growth of Mormon political power in 
Arizona again directs attention to the colo- 
nizing work of the church. In the recent 
semi-annual epistle to the Saints reference 
was made to several of the colonies. ‘“In- 
telligence from our settlements in Arizona” 
was said to be encouraging. ‘‘We note 
with pleasure,” said WILFORD WooDRUFF 
for the Twelve Apostles, “that the people 
of the settlements at St. John’s and Wood- 
ruff have conquered some of the difficulties 
with which they had to contend, and which 
made their position very trying.” Southern 
Idahocontains thousandsof Mormons. “* The 
day must come,” said the epistle, “ when 
they will bo relieved from the operation 
of this infamous law,” meaning the Test 
Oath act. It was reported that the Mor- 
mons in San Luis Valley, Colorado. were 
Going well. “Like the Saints in Wyo- 
ming,” continued the epistle, ‘‘those who 
reside in Colorado have always received 
fair treatment and encouragement and kind 
consideration from their neighbors and the 
officials of the State.” Concerning the col- 
onies in Mexico it was said: 


“Our settlements in Mexico are progressing 
favorably and aro gradually being atrengthened, 
both at Diaz and Juarez. At the places named, 
and in the Sierra Madre Mountains near the 
latter, we have nearly 150,000 acres of grazing, 
timber, and agricultural lands. The country is 
well adapted to stock raising, as the grasses are 
of good quality and variety, while the climate 
is uniform, the temperature seldom reaching 
higher than 85° or lower than an approach to 
the freezing point. The facilities for making 
comfortable bomes there are excellent, the land, 
water and timber being good. A fine steam saw, 
shingle, and lath mill and a planer and molder 
are in operation, affording building material 
within easy reach of Juarez. 

“ The treatment of our people by the national 
and State officials in Mexico and her citizens 
generally has been cordial and hospitable. By 
word and act they have encouraged colonization 
in the republic. The settlements in Cnihuahua 
afford abundance of room for several hundred 
families and they could live there in peace, and 
by ordinary habits of industry would soon make 
themselves prosperous and happy. 

“The Mexican mission was opened in 1879, 
and the church now has quite a large following 
of native Saints, mainly located in and about 
the national capital. The *‘ Book of Mormon,’ 
‘Voice of Warning,’ and numerous pamphlets 
have been published in the Spanish language, 
and are being distributed according to ancient 
predictions. Thus the truth is being spread 
abroad among the seed of Israel through the 
means of the record of their fathers, as well as 
by the preaching of the Elders.” 


There is a colony at Alberta, in the Cana- 
dian Northwest. The settlers are raising 
grain and pasturing stock. They have 
opened “a fine veinofcoal.” The presiding 
officer is CHARLES O. Carp. ‘“‘We may be 
led hereafter,” said the epistle, ‘‘to call 
some of the brethren to go there with their 
families to aid him in developing the re- 
sources of that goodly land.” These colo- 
nists, scattered from Mexico to Canada, prob- 
ably accept all the revelations of the church, 
including that one which relates to plural 
marriage. We do not know that they are 
practicing polygamy, but unless they shall 
be convinced that polygamy is no longer 
sanctioned or required by their church our 
neighbors on the north and on the south 
may by and by have on their hands a prob- 
lem like that which we are trying to solve 
in Utah. 


ITALIAN TROOPS FOR AFRICA, 

Vienna Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

The Italian Government have decreed the 
formation of a third brigade of reinforcements 
for Africa, so that the expeditionary corps will 
muster 30,000 men. The new brigade will start 
on the 10th of next month. Gen. Marzano, the 
Commander-in-Chief, leaves on the 27th inst, 
The entire material for the Massowah-Saati 
Railway is now ready for shipment at Granili, 
near Naples. A large a of provisions has 
been forwarded south from the central depots, 
and 1,500 mules will be embarked this weck. 
There can be no doubt as to the scale on which 
preparations are being made, although the Gov- 
ernment organs declare that they have no other 
object than the reinforcement of existing gar- 


risons.

The movement for providing gratuitous 
dinners to poor school children, initiated a few 
days ago by astatement in the Presse that there 
were 2,500 boys and girls in Vienna who went 


the whole day without substantial food, has 
been so far successful that up to to-day about 
3,000 florins have been collected, However, as 
was to be expected the number of necessitous 
children has swelled to over 4,000. To-day the 
first dinners were given to 2,300 boys and girls. 
The meal consisted in most cases of lentil soup, 
vegetables, and bread, without meat,

‘EFFORTS TO HAVE . THEIR 
SENTENCES COMMUTED. 
THE AIR OF CHICAGO FULL OF STRANGE 


RUMORS — A SENSATIONAL STORY 
FROM PITTSBURG. 


CuicaGo, Oct. 31.—The day has fur- 
nished more than the usual stock of rumors 
relative to the Anarchists, and out of them all 
may be sifted a few grains of news. It was said, 
among other things, that Fielden and Schwab 
had joined in a petition to the Governor 
for & commutation of their sentences, 
that their petition had been indorsed 
by men having great influence with 
Mr. Oglesby, and that the Governor 
had practically promised to grant the prayer of 
the petitioners, The rumor has no foundation, 
Thereis no reason to think that the Governor 
will interfere, though, if he should do so, Fielden 
and Schwab would undoubtedly be the favored 
ones. 


An afternoon paper said to-day that Judge 
Gary had been receiving threatening letters re- 
cently, that the guard around his bouse had been 
increased, and that he was shadowed through 
the streets by a detective. The Judge said to- 
night that he had received no threatening letters 


recently, and bad no guard, detective, or other- 
Wise, except a pet poodle. Mrs. Grinnell, how- 
ever, has received several threatening letters 
which have made her.very nervous; 80 much so 
that she never ailows her children out of her 
sight, forfear harm may come to them. Mr. 
Grinnell being more seasoned, does not mind 
thew so much.

A committee, consisting of the Rev. J. V. 
Blake, Francis CC, Russell, and J. M. Wanzer, 
went to Springtield, bearing with them the peti- 
tion for acommutation of the sentence of the 
Anarchists that was read and signed at the 
Third Unitarian Church yesterday.

But three of the men will be hanged.” 


PittTsBuRG, Oct. 31.—An evening paper 
publishes the following sensational story: 

A couple of well-known gentlemen overheard 
Fomething yesterday that was rather startling. 
The parties referred toreside in Allegheny, and 
being in the neighborhood of the Union Station, 
boarded the Chicago train for the purpose of 
crossing the river. They took a seat in the 
smoking car, nexta seat occupied by two men. 
Just before the train pulled out of the station an 
oldman witha white beard entered the car car- 
rying a box about two feet long and ten inches 
Bquare. Hespoke to the two men referred to,

One of them 
was about 30 years old, with smooth face, 
blonde hair, and fair complexion, with a Ger- 
map expression about his features, The other 
was very dark and wore a heavy beard and 
Jooked to be about 45 years old. He 
Was recognized as & man who had taken 
@® very active part -in one of the 
meetings addressed by Mrs. Parsons in 
Allegheny last Winter. He bad been seen there 
by one of the persons who had overheard the 
conversation and who had attended the meeting. 
His name, however, could not be recalled. The 
only inference to be taken from the incident is 
that the parties were interested in the fate of the 
imprisoned Anarchists in Chicago, and ap- 
parently have devised some plan for their retief, 
and are counting upon theinability of the Chicago 
puthorities to recognize themas one of the prime 
factors to make it a suceess. It would, indeed, 
be strangeif a rescue of the imprisoned men 
should be attempted by Pittsburgers, or if bombs 
to be used for the purpose of avenging them 
should be made inthis city. The two gentlemen 
who overheard the incident are well known and 
their statement can be relied upon.

UNITED HEBREW CHARITIES. 

The annual meeting of the United 
Biebrew Charities of this city was held last

864,214 14, and the expenditures $63,704 90.

COMMERCIAL UNION. 


VIEWS OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
OF NOVA SCOTIA ON THE SUBJECT. 
MontTREAL, Oct. 31.—The Hon. Mr. 

Longley, Attorney-General for Nova Scotia, ex- 

pressed himself pretty freely on the commercial 

union queston to-day. He said: “Unfortunately 
the contiguration of Canada is such that there 

can be no healthy interprovincial trade. After 20 

years’ experience in confedertaion with absolute 

freedom of trade between the several provinces, 
with enormous expenditures on railroads spe- 
cially designed to promote this trade, there is 
practically to-day no healthy inter-provincial 


trade. The products of the great natural 
industries of Nova Scotia are compelled 
to seek a market’ elsewhere. This is 
the chief cause of the widespread feeling of 
discontent that prevails, The same principles 
are applied to allthe provinces. Ontario's trade 
is not with the maritime provinces, but with 
New-York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Illinois. Manitoba's tradeis not with Ontario 
and Quebec, but with St, Paul and Minneapolis, 
and the railway problem which is now agitating 
Manitoba is simply the outcome of a universal 
Want on the part of the people of that province 
of trade with the United States. The trade of 
British Columbia is almost entirely with Califor- 
nia. Montreal, while gaining certain advantages 
from her present trade with the maritime 
provinces, would from her position secure a 
hundred fold greater advantages by obtaining a 
share of the enormous trade of the States sur 
rounding her. The whole problem is solved by 
a policy of unrestricted trade for North 
America. This would allay the discontent in 
Nova Scotia; it would settle the railway prop- 
lem in Manitoba; would give an enormous im- 
petus to the agricultural industry of Ontario 
and Quebec, and put an end to the mad and im- 
possibie task of attempting to force an un- 
natural and profitless trade between provinces 
geographically separated.” 

‘*Do you think that this question of commcer- 
-_ ag will come up at the Fishery Commis- 
sion?” 

“T have no doubt it will. I have reason to be- 
lieve that Secretary Bayard regards this as the 
wost practicable and permanent settlement of 
the fishery difficulty. The United States will 
not consent to any scheme of partial reciprocity, 
neither will they agree toa eettlement of the 
fishery question on any such interpretation as 
that put forward by the Canadian Government 
of the treaty of 1818. Therefore the commis- 
sion must either result in the acceptance of 
unrestricted reciprocity or a total surrender 
of Canadian rights in the fisheries or end 
in failure. I have reason to hone that Mr. Bay- 
ard will propose unrestricted reciprocity as a 
basis of settlement, and I have reason to fear 
that Sir Charles Tupper, acting under the au- 
thority of the Canadian Government, will de- 
cline that offer. I have no confidence that this 
great question of unrestricted intercontinental 
trade will ever be accompl@hed under the 
régime of Sir John Macdonald. But so sanguine 
ain I that the great mass of the people of every 
province are in favor of this policy that, in the 
event of the Butterworth bill being adopted by 
the American Congress, I am certain that 
Government which failed to initiate correspond- 
ing legislation on our side could not exist for 
one year.”

MUCH LIKE A CYCLONE. 

A well-developed and healthy cyclone 
passed through the city last night on its way up 
the coast. It started out on its journey yester- 
day {morning about 7 o'clock from Cape Hat- 
teras. Spreading out about 100 miles inland, it 


headed northward, gathering speed and breath- 
ing harder with every mile. A!though not an 
extensive cyclone, it was a very energetic 
one. This intensity was due to the unusual 
steepness of the barometic gradient at 
its oint of formation. It reached 
New-York about dusk and increased in velocity 
until midnight, when it was dDluwing 26 miles an 
hour. The centre of the storm at that time was 
at Atlantic City, where its velocity was 50 milea 
an hour. It was then steadily growing stronger 
this way, Block Isiand recording 36 miles an 
hour. The forerunners of the cyclone had by 
that time reached Portland, Me., where it was 
wafting the gentle zephyrs at the rate of 15 
tuiles an hour. 

There was also an unsettled and erratic disposi- 
tion manifested by the thermometers yesterday, 
the temperature ranging from 32° to 63° during 
the day. Reports from the Weat at midnight 
gave the weather as much warmer and very 
clear.

A JOHNSONIAN DISPUTE DECIDED. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The doubts as to whether Dr. Johnson was 
really born in his birthplace are finally set at 
rest by a letter froma firm of Lichfield solicit- 
ors to the Times of to-day. Messrs. Barnes & 
Son have in their possession the title deeds of 
the property as far back as 1689, and they show 


that it passed into Michael Johnson's posses- 
8i0n in 1707, two years beforo the great lexicog- 
rapher was born. In 1708, Michael Johnson, 
having encroached and built upon certain ad- 
joining land belonging to the town, the bailiffs 
and citizens granted hima 40 years’ lease of 
these encroachmenta. From 1748 to 1767 no 
lease appears to have been in existence, butin 
1767 the corporation, as a mark of honor, grant- 
ed a 99 years’ leases to Dr. Johnson at a rental 
of 28. 6d. In 1866 a lease was granted, (for 
what term the Messra. Barnes omit to state,) 
with a covenant that the premises shall be kept 
in good repair, ‘‘ without any material altera- 
tion in the strueture or appearance thereof.”

WHERE ITALY GEHTS HER WHEAT. 
From the London Times. 

The Austrian Consul-General in Venice, 
in a report to his Government, notices the rapid 
increase in the wheat imports of Italy since 
1871. In that year they amounted to less than 
3,000,000 quintals; during the present year 
they will be more than 10,000,000, although 
the import duty has been increased from 1.40 to 


3 lire. The export is very trifliug, and is dimip- 
ishing. The wheat imported from the United 
States is very small, By far the largest part of 
Italian imported wheat comes from British 
India, that from the Russian ports coming next. 
The Indian wheat is also the best, and produces 
the highest , ogg +f flour. It is so cheap that 
competition by European producers is out of 
the question. From the atatistics it apvears 
that if, with the same area of land under culti- 
vation, the Italian agriculturist could increase 
the production by rather less than 20 per cent. 
(from 11 to 13 hectolitrea per hectare) a large 
part of the present grain import would cease, 
for Italians would be able to supply their ewn 
wants. 
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DIED IN OBSOURITY. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 
An actress who was very popular in Paris 
during the empire, Athalie Manvoy, has just 
died in obscurity in her apartment in the Boule- 
vard Haussmann, She was not gifted with ex- 


traordinary talent, but her beauty was proverb- 
jal, and her dashing equipages were once the 
talk of the town. She had been a pupil of 
Augustine Brohan, and made her début at the 
Vaudeville in “‘Un Mariage de Paris,” an adap- 
tation from one of Abont’s short stories. She 
afterward rsonated Mme. Dubarry at the 
Porte 8t. Martin in “La Reine Cotillion.” For 
many years her name has been completely for- 
gottten, although old playgoers often recognized 
her well-preserved face among the select audi- 
ences of first nights.

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LIQUOR DEALERS ALARMED, 


RAISING $50,000 TO DEFEAT CROSBY 
AND HAMILTON. 

The struggle between the saloon power 
and those who hope to check it by means of high 
licenae is being carried on vigorously, and the 
hardest fighting is going on in the Twenty-first 
end Eleventh Assembly Districts, where Ernest 
H. Crosby and Robert Ray Hamilton are the 
champions of thereform cause. These gentlemen 
were long ago marked for slaughter by the Cen- 
tral Wine, Liquor, and Beer Dealers’ Association 
of this city, which at its meetings for months 
past has openly discussed the question of who 
shall be “downed” in this campaign. President 
B. T. Kearns, of the Stato Association, and who 


directs the work of city organization, was asked 
last evening what the associations proposed do- 
ing with a fifty-thousand-dollar fund which, it is 
said, has been raised to bo used in “downing” 
obnoxious candidates, and particularly Messrs. 
Crosby and Hawilton. 

Mr. Kearns was found in his whisky saloon, 
at Third-avenue and Forty-third-street. He was 
not pleased at being called upon, and looked de- 
cidedly uncomfortabie and ill-tempered when 
asked for his opinion as to how the saloon fight 
on high license was going on. He intimated 
that everything was satisfactory from the 
saloon keepers’ point of view, but said that 
he did not think 1t would be good policy for 
him to go into particulars and he wanted 
it understood that he did not intend to do so. 
When asked what they intended to do with the 
$50,000 which had been raised, he practically 
acknowledged that some such amount had been 
placed at the disposal of those engaged in work- 
ing the elections on behalf of the liquor sellers, 
but said that the subject was one on which he 
must peremptorily decline to go into particu- 
lars, explaining that the saloon keepers had 
been “ blackguarded enough,” and that ne did 
ae ite hy discussing the methods to be 
used in fighting Messrs. Crosby and Hamilton, 
to call down upon their heads any more of the 
same kind of criticism. 

No such enormous sum of money bas been 
raised by those who are taking an interest on 
the other side of the struggle, but plenty of 
good, conscientious work is being done, and it is 
believed that, even with this enormous fund to 
help them, the saloon keepers are not going to 
have itall their own way in the two districts 
where the fight is going to be of the hottest. 
That the different interests which are always to 
be found on the side of Jaw and order are com- 
bining in support of the high-license candidates 
is shown in the following preambles and resolu- 
tion adopted by the joint representatives of 
three well-known, powerful, and highly respect- 
able organizations: 


Whereas. The Hon. Ernest H. Crosby and the 
Hon. Robert Ray Hamilton have been nominated 
for members of the Assembly in the Twenty-firsy

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OANVASSING THE STATE. 


MOVEMENTS OF THE LEADERS IN THE 


TWO PARTIES, 

Gov. Hill is expected to call upon the 
Democratic State Committees to-day. He will 
leave Albany on the 7 o’clock train this morn- 
ing. To-night he will speak in Brooklyn and 
after the meeting is over he will start for the 
western end of the State to address a Buffalo 
audience. 

Chairman Murphy, of the State Committee, is 
exceedingly pleased over the reports which are 
arriving daily about the situation in the interior 


of the State. In answer to inquiries corre- 
spondents report that the George movement is 
hurting the Republicans principally. Eighty 
per cent, of the George vote, itis -caleulated by 
these observers, will be drawn from the Repub- 
lican Party. 

There are no “ifs” or “buts” about the Demo- 
cratic vote with Mr. Murphy. He does not say, 
“If the Democrats come out to vote we will 
carry the ticket.”” What he does say is that they 
are coming out, and that the ticket is bound to 
win. The reports of correspondents on which 
this belief is based have been growing in confi- 
dence for the last seven days. The friends of 
the Governor and of the President are reported 
to be active and confident in every quarter. 

Insurance Superintendent Maxwellran down 
from Albany yesterday afternoon, partly on 
business connected with his department and 
partly with a view to scanning some of the cor- 
respondence which reaches the State Com- 
mittee. He was surprised to learn from 
the evening newspapers that he was in 
Washington and was receiving funds 
for the campaign from the faithful in the 
Federal departments. He has not yet material- 
ized in Washington, nor is he likely to. At mid- 
night he had retired to a comfortable bed in the 
Hoffman House. This noon he will call upou 
ex-Insurance Superintendent John A. McCall, 
and to-night he wiil return to Albany. 

Piatt’s State Committee was pained yesterday 
to hear that there are seven weak spots in the 
Senatorial line which the Democrats expect to 
take advantage of in theirowr way atthe proper 
time. ‘There has never been any doubt in the 
minds of observers that, if the time arrived 
when Platt must choose between the 
Senate and the Republican State ticket, the lat- 
ter would be flung overboard. From what could 
be obtained about the discussion between Platt 
and Gen. Knapp, itis inferred that these gen- 
tlemen believe the time is coming when a chuice 
must be made between the two, and that 
a decision will be reached adverse 
to the State ticket not later than 
Friaay of this week. Confidential friends of 
Platt say that, owing to the apathy so widely 
prevalent, Messrs. Low, Connelly, Deane, 
Coggeshall, Laughlin, Manville, Worth, Kline, 
are all in some danger of being defeated. 
The fear at least is expressed by 
these same friends that a Democratic still 
hunt isin progress. Evidently Piattis suspic- 
lous, fer he had his scouts out all the afternoon 
and evening in the hope of verifying or dis- 
proving the startling rumor. Mournful, in- 
deed, wonld be the news that the Democrats had 
carried the Senate. The party cannot afford to 
lose the Senate. Too much pickings are in- 


volved.

A dispatch from Moscow says that M. Platon- 
off, a journalist ranking next to the late M. Kat- 


koff, whom he was destined to succeed in the man- 
agement of the Moscow Gazette, is dead. 


Albert Sturtevant, once a prominent commis- 
sion merchant and grain shipper of this city, died 


last Sunday at his residence, 374 West Thirty- 
second-street, at the advanced age of 76 years. He 
belonged to the old Knickerbocker family of Sturte- 
vants. A widow, son, and daughter survive him. 


James St. Clair Boal, Assistant United States 
Attorney in Chicago, died at his home in that city 


Sunday. Mr. Boal studied law with the late Con. 
gressman G. L. Fort. and was admitted tothe Bar- 
Afterward he became the late Judge T. Lyle 
Dickey’s chief clerk when the latter was Assistant 
Attorney-General. He was appointed Secretary of 
Legation in Mexico under Minister Thomas H. Nel- 
son, but he resigned the position after serving a 
year andahalf and returned home. He then en- 
tered upon the practice of his profession at Peoria, 
being connected with the firm of Cratty Brothers 
there. Upon the appointment of Judge Bangs as 
United States District Attorney at Chicago Mr. 
Boal was chosen as his assistant, and this position 
he held under all succeeding incumbents up to the 
time of his death. 


David Morgan, President and General Man- 
ager of the Republic Iron Company, whose mine is sit- 


uated near Marquette, Mich., and one of the richest 
menin theiron world,died on Sunday at Asheville, N. 
C., where he was taken by his pay stesate two weeks 
ago in the hope of saving his life. Mr. Morgan was 
born in Swansea, Wales, in 1819, and went to Penn- 
sylvania with his parents when 17 yearsold. He 
began as a miner 1n the coal mines, then became an 
operator, and finally an extensive employer in the 
coal and iron business in Ironton,Ohio. He moved to 
Marquette, Mich., in 1876, and had since given 
his entire time to his great mine, in which he be. 
came @ stockholder when the stock was almost val- 
ueless, seeing it go up to nearly $200 a share on a 
par value of $25. He leaves an only child, Mrs, 
Charles Hebard, of Pequaming, Mich. The remains 
wre buried at Wilkesbarre, Penn., Mr. Morgan's 
old home. 


The Hon. George Redtielad, of Edwardaburg, 
Cass County, a pioneer citizen of Michigan and for 


years prominent in all public affairs, died on Sunday 
at the age of 92. He was born in Suffield, Conn, in 
1796, and went to Clifton Springs, N. Y., in 1810. 
He was educated at the Middleburg (N. Y.) Acad. 
emy and was @ tutor in plavters’ families from 
1822 to 1826. He moved to Michigan in 1831 
to locate 3,200 acres of land. He was 
a Representative in the Legislature in 1841, 
senator in 1842-3-4, Presidential Elector in 1844, 
State Treasurer in 1845, Secretary of State in 1850, 
and a member of the Constitutional Convention o 
1850, which framed the present State Constitution. 
He was always a leading and active Democrat in 
politics, and was greatly esteemed throughout the 
southwestern section of the State as the constant 
friend and benefactor of the farming class. Six chil- 
dren survive him.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—A_ considerable 
number of Democrats from New-York, holding 
more or less lucrative offices, but not having 
the address of the Democratic State Committee, 
were delighted to-day to learn from a local 
paper that Insurance Superintendent Maxwell 
would to-night open an office for the reception 
of voluntary contributions to the campaign fund 
of the State. The New-York State Association 
has fine neadquarters on Pennsylvania-avenue, 
and it would have been glad to throw open the 
doors to Mr. Maxwellif he had sent word that 
he would use the rooms. But a_ delicate 
deference to the wave of public opinion 
which Mr. Oberly’s recent letter had rolled up, 
led to the acceptance of the offer of the rooms of 
the Columbia Democratic Club. The office was 
opened as promised, but not, as announced, by 
Mr. Maxwell. He was detained at Albany and 
sent Mr. C. V. Hooperin his place. Mr. Hooper 
found the business lively enough for a rainy 


night, and the crowd that lingered about the 
rooms appeared to be as much pleased at hav- 
ing found a way to “give down” as if 
it haa heard that Foraker had been beaten in 
Ohio. There were some inquiries among anxious 
Democrats as to whether the plan resorted to 
might not prove to be in conflict with the State 
civil service law, but the absence of Mr. Maxwell 
was referred to as a sufficient concession to crit- 
icism on that point.

We had better put up 
a while longer with the present evil and endeavor to 
find a remedy than to adopt a measure that may in 
the end prove a greater monopoly. There would be 
nocompetition. Jay Gould could not compete with 
the Government and he would be _ forced 
to sell out at a reasonable price. It we 
established a postal telegraph it  wonld 
create at least 75,000 more office holders, 
and in less than two years the number would be 
double. Just imagine what aforce that would give 
the party in power. Then, again, saying that the 
Government should take the telegraph, the next 
step would be to control the raiireads. Jt is this 
policy in France that prevents that republic from 
being a republic in the true meaning of the word. 
The policy of the Government controlling the tele- 
graphs, railroads, subsiaizing the opera houses, 
preachers, art, &c., is the legacy left the French 
people by Louis XIV. We must keep our individ- 
uality, and to do that we must guard against every 
increase of power to the Government. The subject 
will bean interesting one this winter, and will pro- 
voke a great deal of discussion. Much can be said 
on both sides.”

Many members of the Fiftieth Congress will 
undoubtedly criticise and oppose Admiral Por- 
ter’s suggestion for tbe rebuilding of our 


merchant marine. The Admiral in recommend- 
ing subsidies for American vessels to be built 
under the supervision of naval officers will pro- 
voke all the members who know that the exces- 
sive tariff limits American ability to find a for- 
eign market, and that the expense of semi-offi- 
cial construction and official supervision would 
add obstacles to one already artificially block- 
aded. The recommendation of the Admiral of 
the navy will undoubtedly be contrasted with 
the utterances of Senator Frye, who weuld con- 
fine the business of American merchant vessels 
to exportation alone, preventing importations 
by heavy duties and paying subsidies sufficient 
to make it profitable for American ships to make 
half a voyage without freight.

THE LILLA HOYLE MYSTERY. 


A STORY WHICH POINTS TO HER UNCLE 
AS THE MURDERER. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 31.—A new and 
startling story in connection with the mysteri- 
ous disappearance and death of Lilla Hoyle, 
of Webster, was circulated to-day. Itis in the 
minds of those conversant with the case en- 
tirely plausible and in the line of suspicions 
which have existed since the finding of the 
body. It points to Dixon F, Cowie as the be- 
trayer and murderer of the unfortunate girl 
Cowie is an uncle of the two Hoyle girls. He 
has said that on the night of Lilla’s disappear- 
ance he saw and spoke to her just as she was 
leaving the house. On Saturday last Postmaster 


Love, of Webster, received a letter from a man 
living a few miles out of El Paso, Texas, saying 
that a week or more before the writing of the 
letter an Irishman applied to him fora job picking 
cotton. The Irishman had at the time about 
$150 in cash, which the writer of the letter 
thought a little unusual fora man of his posi- 
tion. He was hired, and one day the proprietor 
of the place readaloud from a New-York paper 
an account of the tragedy at Webster. ‘The [rish- 
man betrayed agreat deal of interest in the story, 
and the Lye aye of the place remarked it. Aft- 
er he had gone out one of the negroes employed 
about the place, who had also heard the story, 
told his employer thatthe Inshman, aday ortwo 
before, when partly intoxicated, had told a num- 
ber of bis colored fellow-workmen the story of 
the crime. The negro then went on to tell that 
the Irstiman said he came to Texas directly 
from Webster, Mass.; that he had been hving 
there for about four months, when one night a 
man named Dick Cowie came to him and hired 
him to assistin the removal of a body. From 
Cowie he learned the following story: 

Cowie was the father of Lilla Hoyle’s unborn 
child. He had made arrangements with her to 
go toa doctor’s house on the night of Sept. 1. 
He was to make certain signals outof doors 
and she was to meet him inthe yard. He made 
the signals and she came down. They then 
went to a doctor’s office—a doctor who lived 
“down toward the river.’’ The doctor was 
found to be drunk. He was too drunk to per 
form the operation which had been arranged, 
and finally gave Cowie some medicines and an 
instrument, and Cowie and the girl returned 
to the house. Here Lilla Hoyle died 
either under the hands of Cowie or 
his assistant. The Irishman, who worked 
in a livery stable was called in to helpin the re- 
moval of the body. Young Eddie Grimley, who 
slept with Cowie that night, was alsoin the job. 
They took the body and carried it away and hid 
itin the water, where it remained fora day and 
a night. It was moved from the water, the au- 
thors of the crime fearing discovery, and Cowie 
hired ateam, by which the body was removed 
to where it was finally found. The Irishman 
was paid $50 by Cowie and sent out of town. 
He was to goto Little Rock, Ark., ana there 
receive $150 by mail. He did so, obtained his 
money, and, still fearfulof discovery, fled to 
Texas. 

The writer of the letter says he questionel 
the Irishman about the affair, but he avoided 
couversation and left the plantation almost at 
once, goingin the direction of El Paso. The 
writer adds: “I send you this story for what it 
fs worth. There may be nothing in it, but I 
deem it my duty to inform you.” 

The letter, which has beenshown to the officers 
and to various peop'e, has caused a great senusa- 
tion in this town, and it isunderstooa steps have 
been taken to arrest Cowie, who left Webster 
some time ago with the consent of the detectives. 
There are two opinions about the story. One 
is thatitis true, and the other, perhaps more 
gencrally entertained, is that it is a shrewd trick 
on the part of the real murderer to strengthen 
the falling suspicion against Dick Cowie, in 
order that the search may not be so reriously 
made in other quarters. A reward of $500 was 
offered only a few days ago by the town authori- 
ties for the discovery of the murderer. 


RAISING TELEGRAPH TOLLS, 

The Western Union Company will show 
to-day to the public that the day of cheap tele- 
graphing between this city and Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington is a thing of the past. 
Yesterday afternoon the monopoly notified its 


Baltimore and Ohio branches that, beginning 
to-day, the rates wouid be increased frum 10 
cents for 10 words to 20 cents for Philadelphia, 
and 25 cents for 10 words to Baltimore and 
Washington. This will cause no little dis-atis- 
faction in the down-town district, where thon- 
sands of dollars are daily spentin telegraph tolls 
between New-York and the points named. The 
sugar and coffee trade will feel the blow very 
heavily, but the 8teck Exchange and Produce 
Exchange will be the seat of much more anguish 
than lower Wall-street. Many brokers, of course, 
will declare that they will not pay such a rate, 
but it will be a case of necessity, and they will 
probably have to yield.

During this year 222 dan- 
gerous obstructions have been reported, and in 
the November chart are reported 43 derelicts, 
27 of which are known.

The old soldiers of Brooklyn took a hand 
in the campaign yesterday and began their good 
work by indorsing Col. Andrew D. Baird for 
Mayor.

Green 8ays, may be the ones to suffer, especially 
when the Baltimore and Ohio oltice is the more 
advantageously situated, 

Dr. Green expressed himself satisfied that in 
many parts of the city there bas been enough 
business for the two compunies, and therefore 
few of the operators who have been in the Bal- 
timore and Ohio employ can be spared. Be- 
ginning to-day, Dr. Green said, the rate on dis- 
patches by the Western Union and Postal Lines 
Will be reduced from the old regular rate of 50 
cents to 40 cents from New-York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington to Chicago and St. 
Louis, and from the ante-war rate of 60 to 50 
tents from Eastern cities to St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis, aud Omaha.

YOUNG ASHIONS DEATH. 
UNABLE TO MAKE A LIVING AS AN 
ELOCUTIONIST IN THIS CITY. 
News came yesterday to the friends in 
this city of Eugene Ashton, the young elocution- 
ist, who died from poison at the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, in Philadelphia, last Saturday, that 


his father had instructed the hospital authorti- | 


ties to send the body to Kentucky. Ashton’s 
career in New-York was not very long. He 
came of an excellent family and was well edu- 
cated, but he was poor. He had won a fair rep- 
utationin his profession before he came here, 
nearly two years ago, from his home in Fleming- 
burg, Ky., and he reached the big city full of 
hope of success. He had some good introduc- 
tions, and these he thought would give him a 
start as a society leader. 

Ashton was a fine-looking man, bright and 
agreeable, and socially he got on very well. 
Financially, however, hedid very badly. He 
read at a great many houses, but unfortunately, 
asitisexplained by oneof his few intimates, 
people sometimes seemed to get an idea that he 
Was an elocutionist for love of it, and was glad 
to exercise his talents gratuitously. His re- 
sources got lower and lower, until recently he 
had found himself deeply in debt and his obli- 
gations mounting up much faster than did the 
dollars to meet them. He wrote a good deal, 
being the author of wmwany of the selections he 
read, but his literary labors proved unremunera- 
tive. Most of the manuscripts he sent away 
came back from the publishers. Once he had 
an opportunity to enter the service of a publish- 
ing house, but either from pride or a determina- 
tion to rise by his profession alone he declined it, 

Ashton left his boarding place, on Gramercy 
Park, on Friday afternoon, to go to Philadelphia 
on business. A few days before he had mailed a 
numberof his manuscripts to the editors of 
various publications. One was returned iust 
before he started on his trip, and othera have 
come back since his death. He seemed cheerful 
and as well as usual, but before starting he ar- 
ranged his room very carefully as if he never 
expected to return and wanted the ‘apartment 
in good order when it was examined after his 
death. Within the last two days it bas been 
learned that he was at times a user of opium. 

Ashton was 24 years old, He was not known 
to have any relatives in this city, but yesterday 
@® lady called at his boarding place, who, 
although sne refused to give her name, claimed 
kinship with him. The elocutionist had ap- 
peared in other cities besides New-York. He 
was well known in Washington, where he is said 
to have read before Mrs. Whitney, Mrs. Carlisle, 
and Mrs. Cleveland.

ADMIRAL NICHOLSON BURIED. 
The funeral of Rear-Admiral James W. A. 


Nicholson, who died Friday, took place yester- i 


day morning from his residence, 153 West Forty- 
seventh-street. The service was read by the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, Jr., of the Brick 
Presbyterian Church, atter which the Rey. Dr. 


Theodore L. Cuyler, of Brooklyn, delivered an 
address. The body, attired in full-dress uniform,

THE NORTHERN 

FOR SHARK. 

DuLutTH, Minn., Oet. 31.—Considerable 
has been heard lately about the shipping of 
wheat from the Province of Manitoba to the 
markets through Duluth, The Northern Pacific 
Road is evidently preparing to handle a goed 
share of the crops of that proyinee. It is now 
erecting a warehouse at Pembina, on the inter- 
national boundary, for the reception of this 
wheat. It will be placed there ‘tin bond,” and 
from reports which reach here the Manitoba 
farmers and shippers will avail themselves 
of this new competitor of the Canadian 
Pacific. The richest part of the Mauitoba wheat 
regions lies south of tie Canadian Pacific Road, 
and to a great extent the Red River Valley, and 
during the season of navigation, at least, it is 
accessible to an American competitor of the 
Canadian road. The great drawback is the 
adnty on this side. Before the competition of the 
Canadian Pacific, all the export surplus of the 
Province was handled through this city, coming 
here over the Minneapolis and Manitoba Koad, 
and going into bonded bins in the elevators 
here. The Northern Pacific will make like ar- 
rangements for its new traffic. The wheat can- 
not be handled on the Duluth market without 
the payment of duty, and that cannot be done 
with profit, s0 it will simply go through to East- 
ern Canada and foreign murkets. 

Inquiries have been made of vessel agents here 
by the Northern Pacific Roxd as to shipping the 
wheat East, but nothing has been done yet 
toward an arrangement for lake transportation, 
and it is now too late to do anything this season. 
There is a sentiment here in fayor of the aboli- 
tion of the tariff on wheat. 
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DR. W. M, CHAMBERLAIN'S DEATH. 

Dr. William M. Chamberlain, for many 
years a well-known and valued physician of 
this city, died at Summit, N. J., yesterday. He 
was born in Ifanover, N. H.,in 1826, His father 
was @ Professor in Dartmouth College, and Dr. 
Chamberlain was a graduate of Dartmouth both 
in medecine andin the arts. He came to New- 
Yorkin 1851 to enter Charity Hospital as in- 
terne, and left itin 1853 as its chief of staff. 
At the opening of the war he offered his services 
to the Government, and was appointed Brigade 
Surgeon, serving afterward on the Sanitary 
Commission, and still later in the United States 
Pension Bureau. In 1863 he resumed practice 
in New-York City, and, devoting himself to the 
specialty of diseases of women, he succeeded the 
late Dr, Peaslee in the Demilt Dispensary. He 
was for many years identified with Charity Hos- 
pital as visiting and consulting physician, and 
also as President of the Medica! Board, 

Dr. Chamberlain’s coutributions to the lit- 
erature of his profession were numerons and 
valnable; his early training as a scholar was 
apparent in his conversation and in his public 
performances; he wrote also with exceptional 
facility and elegance,iand the papers which he 
oceasionally read before the various medical 
societies with which he was connected will be 
remembered as models. During the past three 
years his professional activity has been limited 
by ill health and his gradual decline has been 
watched with sad anxiety by his numerous 
triends, who were powerless to cheek the prog- 
ress of his fatal malady. Dr, Chamberiain was 
twies married; his second wife survives him, 
together with his three children by the former 
marriage. 
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TIN AND COPPER GOING UP. 

Tin and copper have been bounding up- 
ward on the Metal Exchange ina way to make 
the English syndicate, who have been depreas- 
ing tin, and the Calumet and Heela Company, 
who sold eopper for the season at 1U cents last 
Spring, thoroughly sick of their contracts. 
French speculators are behind the advance in 
both metals, The price for tin a short time ago 
was 2210 cents and for copper 104 cents. 
Whenthe French elique began to buy, the Bng- 
lish bears madeastrong resistance, but they 
have been badly routed. 

It was cousidered marvelous a tortnight ago 
when tin touched 25 cents a pound. That was 
the highest price for five years. Copper also 
made a slightadyance. Beginning last Tuesday 
the upward movement berame steady and re- 
sistless, Yesterday tin sold at 27 for spot at 
the opening of the market, and touched 284 
ou the second ¢all, Copper opened = at 
11.75 for spot. On the first call 250,- 
000 pounds were sold aft 11.95 te 12.25, 
and after the call 75,000 pounds sold at 12 to 
12144. On the second call 200,000 pounds sold 
at 12.10 to 12,35, and after the call 375,000 
pounds sold at 12.25 to 12,40. Bulls expect 
that copper will be worth 1349 cents a pound 
before this movement ends, an advance of about 
30 per cent. in a fortnight.

WHY PRESIDENT LYON REFUSED TO BUY 
A PROPOSED STREET CAR-LINE, 

The projectors and incorporators of the 
new street car line, torun between Brooklyn 
Bridge entranee and South Ferry, having se- 
cured a charter under the general law, imagined 
they had something to sell. They accordingly 
addressed themselves to President Lewis Lyon, 
of the Third-Avenue Railroad, and tuat gentle- 
man, ever ready to consider a trade promising 
benefit to his pet corporation, accepted an in- 
Viiation to inspect the property. The advantages 
to his road of aconnection through almost any 
of the east-side streots with South Ferry 
were painted in glowing colors, and the 
Yhird-Avenue President becaine interested. 
Then he asked them what they had to sell, 
They told him they had the certificate of incor- 
poration from the Secretary of State, and they 
had selected as a route Park-row frotn the inter- 
section with Centre street, Nassau, Broad, 
South, Whitehall, Old-slip, William, and Frank- 
fort streets. Then they had furthermore as much 
good will as such an organization could possibly 
acquire in the course of an existence of 72 
honrs. They had no franchise, no consent of 
property owners, nothing but whatis mentioned 
above. 

“Ah, well, then I think you have nothing that 
I care toinvest in just now. When you get your 
tranchise, if you feel like selling out, I would he 
pleased to hear from you,” President Lyon said 
toa TIMES reporter that there were several 
paper atreet-eay companies with profitable 
rontes in existence, buf their franchises were 
still away offin the hazy perspective and their 
routes were not so badly pre-empted by a char- 
ter under the general law but that any other 
combination of speculators could get an equal 
right to them upon application to the Secretary 
of State. The projectors of these paper com- 
panies only intended to work the existing com- 
panies: and seldom earnestly and actually ex- 
pected to build and operate a street car line.

A MAREBELE “BUST” OCF A NEW KIND. 
From the Boston Bulletin, Qet. 29. 

The Producers’ Marble Company, a combi- 
nation of the Vermont Marbie Company, the 
Dorset Marble Company, Sheldon & Sons, Rip- 
ley & Sons, and Gilson & Woodfin, all included 
in the Rutland district, which has beenin exist- 
ence about seven years, having been formed in 
1880, will be dissolved on Dec, 1 or Jan. 1, the 
latter date being the more probable. This disso- 
lution is another example ef the almost resist- 
lesa tendency of even the-sirongest trade com- 
binations to disintegrate. The cancerns em- 
braced in the combination produced when it was 
organized more than three-quarters of the mar- 


ketable Vermont marble, and for a time had 
almost complete control of the trade. The eom- 
bination was formed owing to the ruinous com- 
petition which prevailed ainonug the various 
companies and which led to greater and greater 
discounts from the price lists. The companies 
Were given quotas of production and a 
standard price list was adopted. The com- 
panies in the combination produced a wide 
variety of mariles, comprising Rutland, Suther- 
land Falls, East Dorset Italian, and Mount- 
ain Dark. The organization shortly after its 
formation began to advance prices by reducing 
discounts. On rough stock the advance was 
about 20 per cent., while on general stock the 
advance Was only 10 pereent. Thecombination 
established agenciesin Boston, New-York, Phil- 
adelphia, Cleveland, Detroit, Cincinnati. Chi- 
eago, St. Louis, Kansas City. and san IPraneisco, 
and developed a very good bnsiness in those 
cities during the first two or three years of the 
combination, which sold only to dealers. The 
mill facilities of the various companies were 
alsoimprovyed by the combination by the addi- 
tion of turning lathes and polishing machinery, 
and their production of finished stoek was in- 
creased. The demand for marble showed a 
steady increase, and the outside companies took 
advantage of the opportunity presented by the 
comparatively high prices of the combination to 
build up their own trade. Among these ontside 
companies may be mentioned the Columbia, 
True Blue, Bardilla, Valido, &c. These outside 
concerns, being under no restrictions as regards 
prices, have been so successful in building up 
their business that they now produce about one- 
half of the marble quarried in Vermont, Their 
competition has been so great that the com- 
panies comprising the combination have in self- 
defense been compelled to meet if by cutting 
prices. This is particularly the case in the 
agencies outside of Boston. This has produced 
ademoralizing effect on the combination, and 
the steadily-ncreasing competition from the 
outsides has caused the companies inside to feel 
that they could only sueccessfally meetit by 
being free and unrestricted, and for the last 
year they have been moving toward that end. 
During the next year, therefore, there will prob- 
ably be fierce competition in the marble busi- 
ness, and an era of low prices may be expected.

LIMITATIONS MADE BY THE CONSTITU- 
TIONS OF TWENTY-ONE STATES. 
From the New-Qrleans Picayune, Oct. 26. 
The Hon. N. C. Blanchard, in his compre- 
hensive and conclusive argument on the third 
term question, quoted from the Constitutions of 
21 States provisions limiting the elegibility of 
candidates for the office of Governor. Mm no one 
of those States is a Governor’s tenure permitted

| Stricted to less than eight years. The restriction 


is not applied to Representatives and Sonators 
in Congress, to members of the State Legis- 


lature, or to minor elective officers. The follow- 
ing is# summary of Mr. Bianchard’s references 
to the Constitutions of the several States: 

Alabauma.—Constitution of 1819, Governor 
eligible for four years only, By Constitution of 
1865 he is eligible for only four years consecu- 
tively.

Same 
under Constitution of 1864, 

Delaware.—Constitution of 1792, Governor 
eligible for only three years consecutively. Un- 
der ConStitution of 1831 he holds office for four 
years, and is ineligible for a second term.

New-Jersey.—Constitution of 1884, Governor 
elected for three yeurs and ineligible to second 
consecutive term. 

North Carolina.—Constitution of 1868, Gov- 
ernor elected for four years and inetigible to 
second consecutive term. Constitution of 1876, 
Same as above. 

Ohio.—Constitution of 1802, Governor eligible 
for only six consecutive years. 

Oregon.—Constitution of 1857, Governor elect- 
ed for four years, is eligible for a second term, 
but not for a third. 

Penusylvania.—Constitution of 1838, Gov- 
ernor restricted to six consecutive yeurs. Con- 
stitution of 1873, (the present one after which 
all recent Constitutions are in a large part 
modeled,) Governor elected for four years and 
not eligible to second conseeutive term. 

South Carolina.—Constitution of 1790, no 
Governor, after having seryed two years, shall 
be re-eligible to that office till after the expir- 
ation of four years.

THE NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


ADMIRAL PORTER SUGGESTS SOME RADI- 


CAL CHANGES IN THE SERVICE, 

WASHINGTON, Oct 31.—In his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Navy, Admiral Porter points 
out various defects in the navy regulations which 
render them in some cases almost unintelligible, and 
sSuggesis that a board be created to revise them. He 
alludes to the high ability necessary for officers of 
the Hugineer Corps, on which depends the efficiency 
of ships of war, and regards itas hardly within tho 
bounds of possibility that any one man can be a good 
line offcer, engineer, and marine officer. No man 
can gain a sufticiens knowledge of the nautieal part of 
his profession by passing half of his time inthe en- 
gine room and the other half on deck. The Admiral 
says it would be as dificult efficiently tocombine the 
duties of line officer and engineer as to mix oil and 
water, and holds thatthe education ot an engineer 
can only be sceured by special training. 

In cousidering the question of coast defenses, the 
Admiral states that the following harbors are en- 
tirely defenseless against a single iron-clad: New- 
York, Boston, San Franeisco, lake perts, Hampton 
Roais and Nerfolk, New-Orleans, Philadelphia, 
Washinton, Baltimore, Portland, Me., Rhode Island 
ports, Key West, Charleston, Mobile, Savannah, 
Galveston, Pensacola, Wilmington, N.C.. San Diego, 
Cal., Portsmouth, N. H., to say nothing of many 
other places of greater or less importance, Two 
heavy iron-clais conld begin at the easternmost 
point and proceed along the coast to Texas, laying 
them all under contribution. In time of war, 
says the Admiral, the torpedo system will 
be useless for defense in the absence of proper forti- 
fications and guns. For the event of war we are no 
more prepared than we were ayeer ago, although 
we have made a beginning te repair simply the 
waste in our navy for the past25 years. Inthe 
opinion of the Admiral, the first step toward the 
protection of the coast should be the constrnection 
of a squadron of heavy iron-clads that con!d be 
Teady at a week's notice 10 anchor off shoro and 
resist an approaching enemy, If defeated, this force 
could retire to the protection of the forts, where, 
united, they could offer more than twice the resist- 
ance they could offer singly. The Admiral argues 
at length in favor of subsidies for shippiug, and 
points to the success of the system in England, 
Germany, and France, 

Touching the personnel of tie navy. he says it re- 
quires the most careful reorganization, and means 
should be adopted to infnse new life intoit. ‘As re- 
gards promotion, the service isat astandstill. Many 
ofticers who are Ensigns should be Lieutenants, 
lieutenants should be Lientenant-Commanders, the 
latter should be Commanders, and Commanders 
Captains. A Captain should be able to reach the 
gtade of Rear-Admiral by the time he attains the 
age of 62 years, so that the Government could ob- 
tain some service from him in that grade. Under 
present circumstances it often happens that an of- 
licer goes upon the retired list as soon as he is pre- 
moted to the grade ot Rear-Admiral, having attained 
the age of 62 years. No oafticer should be ever 41 
years of age when commissioned a Captain or 35 
when promoted Commander. The officers m the 
lower grades should be young men in rebuat health, 
active and energetic, to enable them to perform the 
varied duties of their profession. and should pot be 
allowed tg remain too long without promotion. A 
law providing that commissioned officers of the navy, 
with good records. be allgwed to retire from active 
duty after 30 years’ service. with promotion to the 
next higher grade, would afford a creat r-lief and 
help bring about a more rapid promotion, so that in 
the course of a few years we might expect to see a 
more hopeful feeling ameug the younger officers. 
The ohlier ones have the gol of their ambition in 
alah and may hope ultimately to reach it, but to the 
younger ones, at the present time, the prospect is 
not cheering. Some of the more aspiring are sesking 
in private employment the advancement they fail to 
receive in the nayy.

DEFENSELESS

RECOMMENDATIONS BY GEN. DUANE 
THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 
WASHINGTON, Ost. 31.—The annual report of 
Gen. Duane, Chief of Engineers, to the Secretary of 
War shows that the number of officers ip the corps 
at the end of the last tiscal year was 109. Beyond 
reference to the attached reporta of officers in charge 
of improvements the subject of river and harbor im- 
provements receives little mention in the report, 
which is largely devoted toa statement of the con- 
dition of seacvast and lake-frent defenses. On this 


topic Gen. Duane says that many of the works are 
dilapidated, and economy requires that they should 
be Kept from deeay. Special attention is invited 
to the estimates for the protection of Fort 
Niagara, N. Y., which i9 regarded us of great 
value tothe military service. The estimates sub- 
mitted aggregate $5.234,000, ine!uding $2,840,000 
for the construction of gun and mortar batteries, 
$175.000 for protection, preservation. and repair of 
fortifications, $1,860.000 for submarine mines and 
applinnees for Closing channels, and $30.060 for tor- 
pedo experiments. In areport upon the subject of 
fortifications made by the Board of Enyineers, 
which is included in Gen. Duane’s report, it is said: 

“It must be evident that immediate action is 
demanded to place onr seacoast defenses in proper 
condition to resist the attacks of an enemy. From 
the diferenceof oninion which exist among eertain 
non-military experts as to the character of armor ito 
beus 4 inland efenses. the impression has been 
created tiat this matter is in an unsettled anil tentr- 
tive condition and that the policy of inaction new 
existing should still continue, Bnt the facts will 
nolL warrant this conclusion, as more than nine- 
tenthsot the armament recommended for our sea- 
coasis is not to bo mounted behind iron protections, 
but in the rear of earthen covers surmounting and 
Shielding the masonry, magazines, bomb-proots, and 
store rooms. Particularly is this trne of the rifled 
mortars. which must hereafter play an important 
part in the defense of our channels and fair wavs, 
and there 1s no reason why the erection of the bat- 
teries required for them should be delayed a single 
month. Ina word, proper sums may be judiciously 
expended and much progress toward placing our 
coasts ina defensive condition may be made—in- 
deed, must be made—hefore the question of armor 
flemands consideration.” 

In accordance with the instructions of the Seero- 
tary of War the Board has also submitted prelimina- 
ry planus for the defense of the more important ssa- 
board harbors. On this point 16 says: ‘No iron 
armor is estimated for because more extended de- 
fenses can be obtained by investing the funds in 
other preparations equally necessary and less costly. 
Such works are mortar batteries and disappearing 
gun batteries, lifts and the ecasemates, shafts and 
galleries needful to establish a defense by sub- 
marine mines.” Two typieal designs prepared 
by the board, which are said to meet ail 
modern Prequirements, are fer _ fortifications 
constructed of sand, covering the masonry and 
bomb-proofs. The report says that no armor is now 
or ever will be required for auch defenses. It is be- 
lieved that disappearing carriages can be construet- 
ed which will carry 12-inch §0-ton rifled guys, and 
anappropriation is suggested sunificient to plasea 
tew of these guns and carriages at each of the prin- 
cipal ports. The plan of defense by mortar and gun 
batteries recommended by the board invelves an 
expenditure during the next fiscal year of 
$2,849,000, which it is proposed te divide among 
the ports as follows: New-York, $690,000; San 
Francisco, $460,000; Boston, $289,000; Hampton 
Roads, $250,000; New-Orleans, $210,000: Philadel- 
phia, $210.000; Washington, $80,000; Baltimore. 
$60,000: Portland, $290,000; Narragansett Bay, 
$290,000. The plan also contemplates the prepara- 
tion of casements, cable shafts, &c.. tothe number 
of 26, distributed as follows: At New-York, 5; at 
San Francisco, 5: at Poston. 5; at Hampton, 2: at 
Philadelphia, 2; at Washington, 1; at Baltimvre, 1; 
at Portland, 3; at Narragansstt Bay, 2.
